REPORT ON POLAND'S SOLIDARITY CONGRESS 
OW101812 Beijing XINHUA in English 1643 GMT 10 Sep 81 


[Text] Warsaw, September 10 (XINHUA)--The Polish Solidarity Union Congress in 
Gdansk enters its sixth day today having issued an open letter to the workers 
of the Soviet Union and six East European countries and demanded a national 
referendum on workers’ self-management. 


Polish Minister of Trade Union Affairs Stanislaw Ciosek attended the congress. 

He urged solidarity to help the government to tide over the economic crisis 

and reminded it of its own statement concerning the status of the trade unions. 

As it is, he pointed out, solidarity is at a crossroads. He hoped that solidarity 
would chose the course of cooperating with the government. 


Ciosek read to the congress a message from deputy Prime Minister Mieczyslaw 
Rakowski who emphasized that the Polish trade unions were under obligation 
to work for the cause of socialism and respect the leadership of the United 
Workers’ Party and Poland's allies. 


A report of the solidarity's national coordination commission, read to nearly 
1,000 delegates to the congress on the second day, declared that it is no 
exaggeration to call what is happening in Poland a revolution and that solidarity 
is the main driving force of this revolution. "We have resolved to take into 

our hands the responsibility for the country's renewal and for getting the country 
out of the crisis," it said. 


In its open letter to Soviet and East European workers passed on September 8, 
the congress offered to send representatives to help "those of you who have 
decided to take the difficult road of struggle for free and independent unions." 


The central party newspaper, TRYBUNA LUDU, retorted by pointing out that the 
union is violating its own constitution and upsetting Poland's allies. It said 
the letter lacked "elementary realism" and that "it harms only solidarity itself 
but, what is worse, Poland." 


On the same day, the congress passed a resolution asking the national assembly (SEJM) 
to call a nationwide referendum to decide the form of workers’ self-management. 

it demanded workers’ right to hire or fire the managers or directors of the 

factories and to make major decisions concerning their enterprises. 








The congress added that solidarity would undertake to make arrangements fer the 
referendum itself, if SEJM rejected the demand. 


Commenting on the resolution, the Polish army newspaper, ZOLNIERZ WOLNOSCI, 
warned that the solidarity is using the issue of workers’ self-management as a 
springboard for a takeover of power. 


TRYBUNA LUDU yesterday carried some letters from its readers, one of which said, 
"Solidarity wil] not rest until it carries out a coup, its ultimate goal." 


The Warsaw chapter of solidarity yesterday circulated a resolution at the congress 
calling for free elections by secret ballot and open to all candidates. "The 

road to Poland's sovereignty leads through democratic elections to representative 
organs,” says the resolution. 


A UP1 dispatch from Gdansk reported that in the corridors of the congress hall, 
"the talk centered on whether or not the 10-million member union was headed for 
another major confrontation with the government. 


""'People are aware that confrontation is drawing near,' Zbigniew Bujak, leader 
of the Warsaw chapter of solidarity told reporters."

RAKOWSKI, WALESA DISCUSS GOVERNMENT, ‘SOLIDARITY’ 
OW041226 Beijing XINHUA in English 1215 GMT 4 Sep 81 


[Text] Warsaw, September 3 (XINHUA)--Polish Vice-Prime Minister M. Rakowski 
said today that the consultation line is still the basis of current government 
policy. The government will continue to pursue this line. 


Rakowski also said this at a press conference here today that in recent months, 
the radicals of the “Solidarity” trade union have intensified attacks on the 
government. But proceeding from the interests of the whole country and the 
people, the government has adopted measures "to prevent Poland from being in 
disorder and in a state of anarchy." The government will continue to follow 
the consultation line, to negotiate with the moderate and sensible elements 

in the "Solidarity™ trade union. 


At present, Rakowski continued, the reactionary forces in Poland have intensified 
open attacks against the Soviet Union. Activities of open opposition to the 
Polish United Workers’ Party have emerged. Some activists of the “Solidarity” 
trade union planned to set up an opposition party--the Polish Labour Party-- 

"in an attempt to seize state power.” 


He said in conclusion that the moderate and sensible forces are important and 
strong now and should unite together to defend the consultation line. 


In a speech at a press conference in Gdansk on the same day, Lech Walesa, president 
of the "Solidarity" trade union's national consultative committee, pointed out that 
the "Solidarity" trade union must “discard activities which create disorder, give 
up the struggles for secondary aims, and avoid taking violent measures." 


On workers’ autonomy, Walesa stressed that “we should not struggle for the dismissals 
of one or two directors, but for the rights of all the directors to have power 
according to the posts they hold and to serve society." He stressed that he did 

not agree with the basic stand of the government on the question of workers’ autonomy.

WALESA TV ADDRESS VIEWS CURRENT POLISH SITUATION

[Text] Warsaw, September 2 (XINHUA)--The situation in Poland is very difficult. 
It is not the time for polemics or confrontation, it is time for constructive 
action, said Solidarity trade union leader Lech Walesa in a TV address here 
yesterday. The TV address was arranged under an agreement signed recently 
between the Solidarity trade union and the government radio and TV authorities. 


Recalling the situation of this country since the cenclusion of the Gdansk 

agreement a year ago, Walesa said it has been a year of difficulties. Under 
such a grave situation, as members of trade unions, we should seek ways and means 

to save the country from the present crisis and help the people live a normal life. 

He said the Polish people should overcome the difficulties by their own efforts. 

"We believe in wisdom instead of disputes," he declared, adding that Solidarity 

is for consultation, not for endless polemics. 


Walesa noted that the Solidarity trade union has done quite a lot in the past 

year. It has had successes as well as failures. In future, it will act according 
to its own charter, that is, act as a trade union. It does not want to take over 
power, but want to serve society, he pointed out. He also made it clear that the 
Solidarity union wants to share the mass media and is against government monopoly. 


On the same day, the Polish CATHOLIC DAILY published an interview with Walesa 
and quoted him as saying: "Things have reached the point where the authorities 
start to lose social approval and support. What will come off in the future? 
This situation is compelling us to shoulder the responsibility for the destiny 
of our country--a responsibility all of us must shoulder,” he stressed.

USSR MANEUVERS EXERT "NEW PRESSURES’ ON POLAND

{"NATO, USSR Show Military Strength in Europe”--XINHIJA headline] 


{Text} Brussels, September 2 (XINHUA)--NATO began a naval and air exercise off 
Norwegian, Danish and British coasts today. 


Canada, the Netherlands, Portugal, Britain, Denmark, West Germany, Norway and the 

United States took part in the military exercise involving 60 ships and submarines 
and almost 200 aircraft. The “magic sword" exercise, due to last until 

September 8, is the first in a series over the next two months in Western Europe. 


Besides, NATO's month-long field exercise and four-week naval manoeuvre will 

be held in Denmark and the Mediterranean respectively on September 5. There will 
be other military manc 2uvres in West Germany, Norway, Italy, Turkey and Greece 
over the next few weeks. 


Meanwhile, over 50 Soviet ships and 30 amphibious vessels and at least 25,000 troops 
will take part in what military experts say is the biggest Soviet naval exercise 
ever held. he Soviet manoeuvre, due to start on the Soviet border with Poland 

on September 4, is believed to exert new pressures on Polish political and 

trade union leaders.

LCY, PCI CONFER ON INTERPARTY RELATIONS

[Text] Belgrade, September 9 (XINHUA)--The League of Communists of Yugoslavia 
(LCY] and the Italian Communist Party [PCI] have reiterated the principles of 
full respect for sovereignty, independence, equality and non-interference in 
each other's internal affairs, as the guideline in international and inter- 
party relations. 


They declared that cooperation between various communist parties, workers’ 
parties and different democratic and progressive forces, and between all 
countries should be based on these principles. 


This was underlined in a communique issued upon the conclusion of the three-day 
visit to Yugoslavia by Enrico Berlinguer, general secretary of the Italian 
Communist Party. 


During his stay, Berlinguer conferred with President Lazar Mojsov of the 
Yugoslav League of Communists on Bilateral Relations, the workers’ movement 
and pressing international issues. Identical or similar views were expressed 
during the talks. 


the communique said, the two parties reiterated that various parties which hold 
themselves accountable to the working class and people of their own country have 
the right to decide freely the form and content of their struggle for social 
progress and socialism.

NATO ROLE DEBATED IN NORWAY ELECTION CAMPAIGN

[Text] Stockholm, September 4 (XINHUA)--The election campaign is in full swing 
in Norway as the parliamentary election is only ten days away (Sept. 14). 


The six political parties that are represented at the present parliament have held 
congresses and adopted programmes since March. They are the Labor Party, the 
Conservative Party, the Christian People's Party, the Central Party, the Socialist 
Left Party and the Liberal Party. 


The other parties, such as the Progressive Party, the new Liberal People's Party, 
the Red Election Alliance and the Communist Party, have announced their readiness 
to join in the campaign. 


All the major parties have elected their candidates for the post of prime minister. 


The campaign appears to be mainly one between the "socialist group" (comprising 
the Labor Party and the Socialist Left Party) and the "non-socialist group" 
(comprising the Conservative Party, the Christian People's Party and the Central 
Party). 


Mme. G. H. Brundtland of the Labor Party and K. I. Willoch of the Conservative 
Party are believed to be the chief rivals in the campaign. 


The Conservative Party is making redoubled efforts in its competition with the 
Labor Party, the largest party in the country that has been in power many years. 
However, the Labor Party has been greatly weakened since the election in 1977 
while the Conservative Party has gained strength since the mid-seventies. 


On the whole, the constituencies of the two parties are getting closer in 
strength. 


Economic pcoblems, especially unemployment and taxation, remain a bone of contention 
in the campaign. Norway has fared quite well in recent years because of an increase 
in oil production, but it cannot stand the impact of the Western economic crisis 

and is suffering from growing economic stagnation and inflaticn. In the present 
campaign, the various parties have put forward their platforms about ways and 

means on improving the economic situation. The Labor Party emphasizes its record 

of success in governing the country and makes guaranteed full employment its chief 
campaign slogan. The Conservative Party, on the other hand, accuses the labor 
sovernment of its failure in dealing with inflation and of pursuing a wrong 

taxation policy. It proposes tax reductions, which are attractive to electors.

Moreover, the two parties are divided in their diverging views on industrial 
management and the oil policy. 


Another bone of contention is about the foreign and security policies, specifically 
about the proposal for a Nordic nuclear-free zone. Both the opposition and the 
ruling parties stand for a settlement of the issue through negotiations among 

NATO countries, but certain quarters within the Labor Party think otherwise. 

The dispute reflects differences of opinion within each party in regard to the 


depth of Norway's involvement in the NATO as well as public fears of any possible 
involvement in a nuclear war. 


The average figures of the three public opinion polls in June indicated that 
50.1 percent of the voters polled support the non-socialist group as against 

41 percent for the socialist group. The pre-election developments seem to offer 
better prospects for the non-socialist group in the election, but the constant 
change of the political trend in the campaign may help the socialist group win a 
majority vote and assure the Labor Party of another four years in office.

NATO CHIEF COMMENTS ON RAPID DEPLOYMENT FORCE

[Text] Ankara, September 4 (XINHUA)--NATO Secretary-General Joseph Luns announced 
in Izmir yesterday the establishment of a rapid deployment force in an exclusive 
interview with the paper, CUMHURIYET, today. 


Luns said, "According to the latest information we received, a rapid deployment 
force has been formed and is in the process of becoming institutionalized." 


He went on, "There is a very strong American force in the Gulf, there are also 
strong British and French forces. They are on stand-by with the latest arrange- 
ments made in the Diego Garcia Island." 


Luns also said, "A stronger Turkey is a actor in the balance of power for the 
defence of the southeastern flank of the alliance." 


Luns went on, "NATO has always supported the idea that Turkey should be economically 
and militarily strengthened. Economic aid to Turkey is being provided by the 
organization of cooperation and economic development and military assistance comes 
from NATO. The U.S. and the Federal Republic of Germany lead the list in this 
respect." 


Luns arrived in Izmir on Wednesday on a four-day private visit at the invitation 
of the mayor of Izmir. He took the opportunity to call at the command head- 
quarters of NATO and Turkish Aegean army headquarters in that Aegean port city 
and had talks with Turkish Foreign Minister Ilter Turkmen there.

FRENCH OFFICIAL DISCUSSES ARMS SALES, WORLD EVENTS

[Excerpts] New Delhi, Augus. 24 (XINHUA)--An Indian military mission will visit 
France shortly to discuss supply of armaments, the visiting French Foreign 
Minister Claude Cheysson said here today. Addressing a press conference at the 
end of his two-day visit to India, Cheysson pointed out that France has been 
supplying certain quantity of armaments to India in the past. 


Cheysson arrived here yesterday. He had talks with Indian External Minister 
Narasimha Rao and Defense Minister Shivraj Patil. He also met with President 
Neelam Sanjiva Reddy and Prime Minister Mrs. Indira Gandhi. 


Asked about prospects of France supplying Mirage-2000 to strengthen the Indian 
Air Force, Cheysson said, "We decided to look into every possibility of coopera- 
tion in everything--scientific, development, trade exchanges and in military 
field," he added. 


On international issues, Cheysson said France and India agreed that there should 
be no foreign interference in any country and there should be withdrawal of 
foreign troops both in Afghanistan and Kampuchea. On issues like Afghanistan, 
Kampuchea and other trouble spots, Cheysson said while France itself would not 
take any new initiative, "We are anxious to stand behind those in the Non-aligned 
Movement who have the authority and experience and can take the initiative. We 
shall be available when they feel we can help." 


He announced that Mrs. Gandhi would visit France in November.

FUKUDA WARNS AGAINST SOVIET MILITARY EXPANSION

[Text] Beijing, September 4 (XINHUA)--Former Japanese Prime Minister Takeo Fukuda 
warned in Jakarta yesterday that the Soviet Union was expanding its military 
presence in different parts of the world, according to news reports from Jakarta. 


The former Japanese prime minister made the remarks at the opening of a three-day 
symposium sponsored by Japan's MAINICHI newspapers and an Asian Affairs Research 
Council. 


Fukuda said the present international situation was at the most critical juncture 
since the end of the second world war. 


He warned that the “military capabilities of the United States and the Soviet Union 
had come to be more or less even. The Soviet Union has begun to conduct 
expansionist activities in various parts of the world. In particular, it is a 
cause of worry to us at this moment how the situation in the Middle East and Poland 
will develop." 


He stressed that "Soviet presence, backed up by increasing military strength, is 
manifesting itself in various parts of Asia." 


Referring to the Kampuchean situation, Fukuda expressed the herve that the efforts 
of Japan and the ASEAN nations would lead to a final peaceful solution of the 
problem. He felt regret that Vietnam and the Soviet Union had failed to attend 
the international conference on Kampuchea held last July. "Occupation of other 
countries’ territory by the use of military strength cannot be recognized in 
international society,” he noted. 


Fukuda also dealt with his country's present economic relations with the ASEAN 
states. He was happy to see that the total trade volume between Japan and the 
ASEAN states has exceeded 30 billion U.S. dollars both ways, or 2.2 times that of 
1977.

THAI PAPER REPORTS KGB ACTIVITIES IN THAILAND

[Text] Bangkok, September 2 (XINHUA)--The Soviet Union has sought every opportunity 
to send KGB agents and military intelligence agents into Thailand and unscrupulously 
collected all kinds of information in this country, reports the September 5 issue 
of the Thai weekly, SIAM MAI. Soviet spies, the report says, are placed in every 
Soviet agency here, such as the Soviet Embassy, the Soviet commercial counsellor's 
office, the Soviet civil aviation office, the Soviet news agency and the UNESCAP 
office. Official sources have disclosed that over one half of the 80N-odd Soviet 
staff of the Soviet Embassy and the UNESCAP office are KGB agents or Soviet 
military intelligence spies. 


On the top floor of the main building of the Soviet Embassy here, there is a 
"referentura™ room equipped with communication devices for receiving and trans- 
mitting information. Only KCB agents are allowed to enter this special room. 


Soviet military intelligence agents monitored round-the-clock Thai official 
wireless communications and intercepted radio messages between the foreign 
embassies here and their home countries. All these Soviet agents know the Thai 
language and are able to decode Thai coded messages. 


A senior Thai intelligence official told SIAM MAI that the Soviet Embassy had from 
time to time asked for Thai permission to increase the number of embassy staff. 
When such a request was turned down after the Thai side found that many Soviet 
spies were included in the list of additional embassy staff, the Soviet Embassy 
presented another list in which KGB agents were mixed with genuine diplomats. 
Soviet agents rejected by the Thai Government were sent to the UNESCAP office here 
because it is an international organization and the Soviet Union did not have to 
get the approval of the Thai Government. 


Thai immigration authorities have also discovered that many Soviet officials 
entered into Thailand in the name of “tourists.” Some of these officials were 

“GB agents who were greeted at the airport by Soviet diplomats and later stayed 

in the Soviet Embassy. Some of these agents refused to leave this country despite 
the expiry of their visas. Obviously, they are KGB agents on temporary missions. 


Im addition, Soviec agents also often contacted diplomats of the East European, 


Vietnamese and Laotian embassies here and gave them instructions on collecting 
Thai intelligence.

JAPAN OPPOSES USSR POLICY IN NORTHERN ISLANDS 
Pullout Urged

[Text] Tokyo, August 31 (XINHUA)--Tokyo and Moscow had agreed to continue negotia- 
tions for a peace treaty including the northern territories issue, Japanese 

Deputy Foreign Minister Yasue Katori told Soviet Ambassador to Japan Dmitriy 
Polyanskiy yesterday, according to a KYODO report. 


Katori explained to Polyanskiy about Japan's stance over the northern territories 
issue in reply to a Soviet protest against Japan's campaign for the return of the 
Soviet-held islands. In its protest, the Soviet side said there was no territorial 
problem between Japan and the Soviet Union. Katori told the Soviet ambassador 

that the afore-said agreement between the two countries was fixed in the 1956 
joint statement which opened the diplomatic ties between them and in other 
diplomatic documents. He added that the government leaders of the two countries 
reconfirmed the agreement in 1973 when the then Prime Minister Kakuei Takaka 
visited Moscow. 


Katori told the Soviet ambassador that Japan was justified in making a public 
campaign of its stand within the United States organizations and other inter- 
national forums. Katori also ur d the Soviet Union to withdraw its military 
forces from the Soviet-held northern islands, because their deployment there ran 
counter to the spirit of mutual confidence and good neighbourliness. He called 
on the Soviet Union to sit down at the negotiating table for a peace treaty. 


The Soviet ambassador replied, however, that his gov®2rnment wovld not change its 
stand whatever campaign Japan might stage. 


USSR Policy Condemned

[Text] Tokyo, September 3 (XINHUA)--Leaders of ruling Liberal Democratic Party 


(LDP), six cabinet members and governor of Hokkaido attended a rally here today 
to press for the return of four northern islands from the Soviet Union. 
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The rally of 2,7U0 people, organized by the LDP, condemned the Soviet occupation 
of the Japanese islands and vowed to carry on the struggle till the final 
recovery of the territories. 


LDP secretary-general Yoshio Sakurauchi, LDP chairman of the Executive Council 
Suzumu Nikaido and chairman of the special committee on the issue of northern 
territories Masaki Nakayama spoke at the rally. Sakurauchi described the estab- 
lishment of "Japan-Soviet Friendship Guild Halls" in different places of 
Hokkaido under Soviet manipulation as “obviously an act of indirect aggression." 


Nikaido told the meeting: "Many countries have seen a major threat in the Soviet 
arms expansion. Japan cannot afford to take what happened in Afghanistan as 
something of no concern to itself. It (the invasion of Afghanistan) has made 
the Soviet threat more tangible and deepened their feelings of indignation 
against the Soviet Union.” 


The rally unanimously adopted a resolution which says: "The Soviet Union, paying 
no heed to agreement reached between Japan and the Soviet Union, has unjustifiably 
maintained that there exists no territorial dispute between the two countries. 
What is more, it has been strenuously maneuvering to weaken and break the movement 
of our people for the recovery of the northern territories.” 


The resolution points out: "The Soviet Union has increased its military presence 
on the northern territories to confront Japan with a fait accompli." 


In conclusion, the resolution states: "The Japanese people vehemently protest 
against the illegal Soviet occupation of the northern territories. They will 
unite as one to strive for their return until this goal is attained."

JAPANESE PRIME MINISTER OBSERVES USSR-OCCUPIED ISLANDS

[Text] Tokyo, September 10 (XINHUA)--Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki today flew in 
a helicopter off the coast of eastern Hokkaido to make a personal inspection of 
the four Japanese islands now under Soviet occupation. 


He is the first incumbent prime minister to observe the northern islands. 


He undertook the trip to demonstrate the strong desire of his people for the return 
of the islands seized by the Soviet Union at the end of World War II. 


Suzuki was accompanied by three cabinet ministers including Taro Nakayama, 
director general of the prime minister's office, Governor Naohiro Dogakinai 
of Hokkaido and Mayor Terashima Isao of Nemuro. 


Suzuki flew for about an hour along the coastline from Nemuro to Rausu in eastern 
Hokkaido aboard a self-defence force helicopte:, affording him a view of the four 
islands--the Habomai group, Kunashiri, Etorofu and Shikotan. 


Later the prime minister left Nemuro by car for Cape Nosappu on the tip of the 
Nemuro Peninsula from where he observed through binoculars Kaigara Island of the 
Habomai group, lying only 3.7 kilometers from the cape. Suzuki was reported to 
have looked very serious when he caught sight of Soviet warships cruising off 
the northern islands. 


The weather was fine today. Some 1,300 people in Nemuro area, including school 
pupils and former islanders now residing in Hokkaido, gathered at the cape to 
greet *he prime minister. Suzuki's trip is taken here as a major move following 
the government's designation of February 7 as northern territories day this year. 


While in Hokkaido Suzuki heard views of the local representatives on the recovery 
of the northern territories before his return to Tokyo later in the day. 


At a later press conference Suzuki said: "The early return of the northern 
territories is a long-cherished aspiration of the Japanese people. I was filled 
with emotion while observing the four northern islands from Cape Nosappu."” He 

added that "an all-out effort shall be made with firmer resolve" for their recovery. 
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Asked about the Japan-USSR relations, the prime minister said it is a pity that 
the Soviet Union has so far remained obdurate on the territorial dispute and 
showed no desire for a solution. It alleged that there exists no territorial 
dispute with Japan. 


Referring to Brezhnev's recent hint for better relations with Japan, Suzuki said 
that it indicates that the Soviet Union persists in shelving the territorial 
dispute and building up Japan-USSR relations. This is what Japan will not accept, 
he said, adding "It remains difficult to work out a fundamental solution to the 
Japan-USSR relations.” "The government,” he stressed, "will seek a peace treaty 
with the Soviet Union only after the problem of the northern territories problem 
is settled.”

“Our proposal for convening the conference," he said, “is the most active and just 
step of national salvation to solve the question of the country's reunification 

in conformity with the will and interests of the whole nation and by the united 
efforts of all the patriotic forces at home and abroad.” 


He reiterated that it is reasonable to convene at an early date a conference for 
the promotion of national reunification with the representation of the political 
parties and organisations in the north and the south and overseas compatriots. 

To convene the conference successfully, "We are ready to meet anyone in South 
Korea and overseas Koreans except the Chon Tu-hwan group and we shall always keep 
the door of dialogue open,” he declared. 


Referring to what the U.S. news media called "incident of missile attack by the 
north,” he said, it is sheer fabrication aimed at legalizing U.S. war preparation 


in South Korea and creating a pretext for a new war. The U.S. could not shirk its 
responsibility for aggravating the situation in the Korean Peninsula, he said.

seat in the United Nations. 


"The joint statement constitutes a head-on blow to Vietnam with the idea of 
permanent obsessed occupation of Kampuchea,” the editorial stated. 


It also pointed out that in the course of the formation of a coalition government, 
there will be disputes among the three parties.

THAI PAPERS HAIL MEETING OF KAMPUCHEA UNTTY GROUPS

[Text] Bangkok, September 7 (XINHUA)--The meeting of the Kampuchean resistance 
groups in Singapore was a very good thing for their cause of getting together to 
resist the Vietnamese aggressors, said Lieutenant-General Som Kataphan, director 
of the information office of the Supreme Command of the Thai Armed Forces. 


According to today's Thai newspapers, Som Kataphan told reporters here yesterday 
that the coalition of the resistance groups, if achieved, will surely reinforce 
the political and military forces in Kampuchea against the Vietnamese invaders. 


The director said that the coalition is also an expression of the patriotism 

and unity of these groups. Although there are problems which can not be solved 
immediately, it is believed that under the prerequisite of resisting Vietnamese 
aggressors for national salvation, they will finally abandon prejudices to achieve 
a great patriotic unity. 


Som Kataphan warned that Hanoi and the Heng Samrin regime will neither remain 
indifferent to such a development in Kampuchea, nor give up their ambitions of 
invading their neighbours. There is no doubt that they will launch offensive 
attacks on the Kampuchean resistance forces, notably mopping-up operations in 
the Kampuchean-Thai border areas. They will surely let shells fall inside 
Thailand, infringing upon the Thai territory publicly, he added. However, Som 
Kataphan said, Thailand will never lower its guard; it has made all preparations 
and taken effective measures against the attacks. 


Chief of staff of the Supreme Command of the Thailand Armed Forces General 
Saiyud Kerdphol told reporters that the unity of the three Kampuchean resistance 
forces is politically a positive development. 


The newspaper TAVAN SIAM, in an editorial today entitled "A New Step for Kampuchea, "' 
said that the meeting of the three anti-Vietnamese resistance leaders, Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, Son Sann and Khieu Samphan, and the adoption of a four-point 
declaration will contribute to Kampuchea's international activities to safeguard 
Democratic Kampuchea's seat in the United Nations and makes it clear once again 

that the Vietnam-backed Heng Samrin regime is a tool used by Vietnam for its 
occupation of Kampuchea. 


The paper said that if the three Kampuchean parties realize their own duties to end 
the Vietnamese occupation of their country, there should not be big problems in the 
election of Kampuchean coalition government leaders.

THAI PRIME MINISTER DISCUSSES ROLE OF MILITARY

[Text] Bangkok, August 27 (XINHUA)--Thai Prime Minister Prem Tinsulanon declared 
here today that his government would try in every possible way to strengthen the 
army so that it may rise to defend the independence, sovereignty and territorial 
integrity of the country at any moment. He made these remarks while presiding 

over a ceremony hela at the Don Muang airport here to mark the reception of a batch 
of 20 F-5E and F-5F fighters purchased from the United States. This is the second 
batch of such fighters Thailand has bought from the United States over recent 
years. The first batch was delivered to the Thai Royal Air Force in 1978. 


Prem said that with the change in the situation in this region, the Thai Government 
thought it necessary to raise the anti-aircraft capability of the Thai army. 
"Although the government is working hard to establish good relations with foreign 
countries and is seeking peace and tranquillity in this region through political 
channels, we are still worried about our country's security, independence and 

sc vereignty," he added. 


"Therefore," he continued, "it is imperative for us to purchase up-to-date fighters, 
to train a group of highly skilled pilots and other military personnel and to be 
ready to go into fighting at any time." He said with confidence: "So long as we 
make full preparations, we would be able to make timely counterattack against the 
invaders and maintain our peace and tranquillity."

EXISTENCE OF DANGER OF SOVIET ARMED INTERVENTION IN POLAND ANALYZED

[Text] 1. What Has Happened in Poland? 


Since July 1980, the volatile and unstable situation in Poland has aroused world- 
wide attention. 


1) One Strike Wave Follows Another 


On 1 July 1980, the Polish government announced an increase in meat prices, thus 
triggering strikes by workers in Warsaw and other parts of the country protesting 
this decision by the government and demanding wage increases. Despite explanation 
by the authorities concerned, the voices of protest were still in the air as the 
strike wave spread to the other parts of the country. On 16 July, a general strike 
was called by factory and railway workers in the city of Lublin bordering the 
Soviet Union. During the strike, the railway traffic was blockaded, and the func- 
tions of the entire city were paralyzed to bring the first strike wave to a new 
height. Then a series of measures were taken by the Polish authorities to increase 
the wage by 10 to 15 percent and to meet the striking workers’ demand for free 
election of their trade unions. In the end, the strikes in Lublin and other cities 
were called off and order was initially restored. 


However, the strikes were soon resumed in various localities. In late August, some 
16,000 "Lenin" Shipyard workers in the city of Gdansk went on strike. On the 
following day, more than 50,000 workers throughout the city walked off their jobs, 
grinding traffic to a halt and cutting off telecommunications with the rest of the 
world. An interfactory strike commission was soon formed by the strikers to elect 
Lech Welsa as their leader. On 22 August, the Gdansk interfactory strike commis- 
sion conveyed a total of 21 demands to the government. Among them were economic 
demands, demand for the formation of "free trade unions," and demand for the 
establishment of a monument to workers who died in the December 1970 strike. Workers 
in other cities came to their support by calling their own strikes engulfing the 
coastal area as a whole. Thus the second strike wave reached a peak. On 30 August, 
the Polish government reached an agreement with the strike commissions in Szczecin

and Gdansk. The government agreed to the formation of the self-governing trade 
unions by workers, and the erection of a monument to workers who died ‘n the 1970 
strike and pledged to protect the personal safety of striking workers in exchange 
for their recognition of the leading role of the party and the alliance between 
Poland and the Soviet Union. Later, all striking workers returned to work. 


On 1 September, the Gdansk independent and self-governing trade union held its 
inaugural meeting at the “Lenin” Shipyard during which Walesa was elected its 
responsible person. On 22 September, representatives of 36 independent and self- 
governing trade unions from all over Poland met to adopt a charter naming their 
organization “Solidarity” Union. Its membership has grown quickly and has swelled 
into nearly 10 million. Meanwhile, on 5 December, the Central Board of Directors 

of the original Polish Trade Union announced that it has been scheduled to terminate 
all its activities effective 31 December. 


On 24 September, the "Solidarity" Union submitted to the Warsaw District Court an 
application for the legalization of its organization. The court made major changes 
in the charter of the "Soiidarity" Union by deleting from it "the right to strike” 
and by adding to it an article calling for recognition of the leading role of the 
Polish United Workers’ Party and allegiance to the socialist system. On 24 October, 
the "Solidarity" Union appealed to the Supreme Court after issuing a statement of 
protest against such changes. While holding negotiations with the authorities con- 
cerned, "Solidarity" announced a nationwide general strike scheduled for 12 November, 
thus adding fuel to the tension again throughout Poland. On 10 Nov-mber, the 
Supreme Court approved the original charter of the "Solidarity™ Union and attached 
it with a proviso as a condition for legalizing its organization, The proviso con- 
tains a portion of the Gdansk agreement reaffirming the leading role of the party 
and the need for the socialist system. Then the “Solidarity” Union agreed to call 
off its scheduled general strike, thus avoiding a major clash with the authorities. 


On 16 Dedember, the monument to workers killed in the December 1970 strike in Gdansk 
was ceremoniously unveiled in the presence of hundreds of thousands of representa- 
tives of workers, party and government leaders and representatives of the 
"Solidarity" Union. In their speeches, both government leaders and representatives 
of the "Solidarity" Union emphasized that "the people, the working class and 

the government must join forces in building their common life so that the tragedy 

of the past will never be repeated again.” They also called on the people to 
“vigilantly protect the safety and sovereignty of the motherland," to maintain the 
"social tranquillity" and to start "the process of national harmony and concord." 


However, the situation in Poland remained volatile. After entering 1981, one 
strike after another were organized by "Solidarity" to fight for their 5-day-a- 
week work swtem. Meanwhile, the Rural "Solidarity" Union organized by individual 
farmers throughout Poland also called for approval of its legalization by the 
authorities and other rights. Some institutions of higher learning followed suit 
by demanding the approval of the legalization of their independent student unions 
and reform in the education system. These storms that buffeted society echoed

to eac) otocer, making the volatile situation appear more dangerous than ever, 
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On 31 January, the government and the "Solidarity" Union reached an agreement on a 
compromise formula calling on workers to work 42 hours a week and entitling them 
to 3 Saturdays off a month in 1981. The government also agreed to the demand of 
the "Solidarity" Union for publishing four weeklies including a national weekly 
journal and for scheduling a special television program for trade unions once a 
week. 


On 19 March, at the end of the Bydgoszcz provincial People*s Assembly session in 
northern Poland, policemen beat up and inflicted injuries on responsible persons 

of the local “Solidarity” chapter, On 27 March, the "Solidarity" Union called a 
4-hour long warning strike in major cities in a protest against this incident. It 
demanded a thorough investigation into the case and punishment of those responsible 
for it. The "Solidarity™ Union decided that if no agreement were reached through 
negotiation with the government, it would call an indefinite nationwide general 
strike on 31 March, Thus "A most dangerous moment ever since August last year 
appeared on the horizon.” (Quotation from a speech by Kania, first secretary of 

the Central Committee of the Polish United Workers‘ Party.) 


From 29 to 30 March, the Ninth Plenary Session of the Polish Party was held as a 
matter of emergency to concentrate on a discussion of the current tense situation 
calling the attention of “Solidarity” Union leaders to the grave consequence of a 
general strike. The session also expressed its willingness to thoroughly investi- 
gate the beatings of responsible persons of the Bydgoszcz chapter of the 
"Solidarity" Union while emphasizing the need to settle social disputes by 
political means. On 30 March, the government and the "Solidarity" Union reached an 
agreement on this matter as indicated in the following joint communique: In view 
of our deep concern with the destiny of the motherland, both sides are taking con- 
certed actions to eliminate the root cause of the threats of social and political 
crises. The government will follow the due process of law in handling the case of 
beatings while the union has agreed to call off its strike. In this way, tension 
gave way to conciliation. 


Troubles centering around the legalization of the Rural "Solidarity" Union also be- 
came a matter of concern. In the wake of the formation of the "Solidarity" Union, 
farmers in the Lublin area formed a rural “Solidarity” union with a request for its 
legalization. Both provincial and supreme courts rejected this request. In 
February 1981, in a report to the Eighth Plenary Session of the Polish Party, the 
Politburo said that there was no need for the formation of the rural "Solidarity" 
union. Because a settlement of the dispute over the legalization of the rural 
"Solidarity" union was nowhere in sight, its members began a sit-in at the head- 
quarters of the Bydgoszcz provincial peasant party in March 1981. 


On 30 March 1981, the “Solidarity” Union and the government signed an agreement in 
Warsaw expressing their willingness to do everything possible to avoid a situation 
of confrontation over the issue of organizing the individual farmers into a union. 
On 17 April, the government and the rural "Solidarity" union reached an agreement 
on the latter's legal status, thus ending a month-long sit-in demonstration 
organized by the agricultural union and other protest activities in support of this 
demonstration. On 12 May, the Warsaw court officially approved the application of 
the Rural "Solidarity" Union for its legalization. At present, this union claims 
nearly 2.5 million members. 
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2) Party, Government Leadership Reshuffles 


From July 1980 to May 1981, or in less than a year, a total of seven plenums (from 
fourth to tenth) were held by the Polish United Workers" party. 


Gierek was replaced by Kania as first secretary of the Polish United Workers’ 
Party during its Sixth Plenum held in September 1980. 


In August 1980, Edward Babiuch was relieved of his post as chairman of the Council 

of Ministers and replaced by Jozef Pinkowski at the former's request. (FP biuch 
assumed that position in February 1980) In February 1981 or barely 6 months later, 
Pinkowski resigned from that post and was succeeded by Defense Minister Wojciech 
Jaruzelki. 


This reshuffle affected most of the members of the politburo and secretariat 
elected during the Eighth Plenary Session of the Polish United Workers" Party held 
in February 1980. On 29 April 1981, a coal miner and a tractor factory worker 
were elected to the Politburo membership of the Central Committee during the Tenth 
Plenary Session of the Polish Party. Most of the vice chairmen of the Council of 
Ministers were changed. A large number of leading members of the various depart- 
ments of the Party Central Committee, government departments, committees and pro- 
vincial party committee secretaries and provincial governors were replaced along 
with many mass organization leaders. 


This personnel reshuffle stems from various reasons. Some were dismissed on in- 
competence and corruption charges; some were replaced at the persistent request of 
the “Solidarity” Union; some were retired due to old age and poor health; some were 
transferred to other posts. 


According to the information released by the Eighth Plenary Session of the Polish 
Party held in February 1981, since the summer of 1980, some 92,000 members quitted 
the party; another 2,400 were expelled from the party. Piotr Jaroszewicz who was 
chairman of the Council of Ministers before his replacement in February 1980 has 
been expelled from the party. 


3) Beset by Greater Economic Difficulty 


The consistent convulsive social upheavals have had grave adverse impact on Poland's 
already difficult economic situation. From 1979 to 1980, the value of gross 
industrial and agricultural output dropped 3 and 9.6 percent respectively; the 
value of crop production dropped 15.2 percent; the labor productivity and national 
income were down 2 and 4 percent respectively. This was the third year in a row 
that the national income declined. Appalling foreign trade deficit has appeared. 
In 1989, Poland's foreign debt stood at USS23 billion (on the basis of the com- 
munique on the implementation of Poland's 1980 economic plan released on 

4 February 1981). Of this debt, one-fourth was due for payment. As a result of 
the restructurine of its import and export trade in 1980, Poland used most of loans 
to purchase food grains, animal feed and other consumer goods which cost at least 
USS? billten. Poland, a nation with a population of 30 million, imported 9 
million tons of food grains and high quality animal feed in 1980, or 26 percent 
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more than in 1979. In 1980, it imported sugar and meat for the first time in its 
history. Originally, fuels, electric machinery, foodstuffs, and agricultural 
products were among the traditional export items. But their export that year also 
dropped in proportion to the export trade volume. 


Despite falling production, in 1980, the regular wage increased by 12.8 percent, 
or actual 3 percent after deducting inflation. The result was that inflation 
deteriorated further, soaring commodity prices to a new level. In 1980, the cost 
of living was up 3.1 percent from the level of 1979, hitting the highest mark ever 
in the past 25 years. The prices of foods were up 14.1 percent on the average. 
Among the increases in food prices, potatoes were up 44 percent and vegetables up 
33 percent. 


Because of work stoppage, the shortening of work hours and raw materials and 
energy shortages, many factories have been forced to close down or operate at a 
half capacity. Last year, the losses incurred by strikes were estimated at USS 
1.2 billion. Since the beginning of 1981, the economic situation has continued to 
deteriorate. During the first quarter of 1981, industrial production was down 
10.2 percent from the level of the corresponding period of 1980; particularly 
noteworthy is a decrease of 20.8 percent in the output of crude coal which plays 
an important role in the development of Poland's economy. This failure to fulfill 
the repeatedly adjusted modest economic targets has adversely affected its export 
trade, and has had a direct impact on electric power supply, shipping service and 
energy supply for home use. The purchase of meat animals dropped 14.7 percent. 

On the other hand, cash income for residents increased by 18.1 percert. In the 
end, the shortages of goods on the market became more acute than ever. Since 

last March, the Polish government has announced a temporary measure to ration 
edible sugar, meat, butter, flour, rice, and oats and other food items. 


II. The Nature and Cause of Crisis 


Just as Kania said, the situation in Poland during the past year was characterized 
"by an economic crisis followed by a political crisis." He pointed out: The 
strike wave that began in July 1980 is not "a wave of protests against the 
socialist principle, our alliance with the Soviet Union, and/or the leading role 
assigned to our party by history. But it is a wave of opposition to the distortion 
of truth and our erroneous policy.” He further pointed out: "The erroneous 
economic policy and unhealthy social life are basic factors that triggered the 
massive strike wave." 


In December 1970, former Polish leader Gomulka was forced to step down under the 
impact of the strike waves triggered by the announcement »f price increases by the 
government. The new leading organ headed by Gierek then proposed "a new economic 
strategy" calling for a speedy development of the economy through the use of 
foreign loans and the importation of new technology. Its aim was to "rebuild 
Poland," to realize "Poland's second industrialization,” and to raise wage scale 
by big margins and improve the welfare program. This policy did reap some fruits 
during the first few years of its implementation. From 1971 to 1975, industrial 
production rose 73 percent, and agricultural production grew 22 percent. From 
1970 to 1976, the national income increased by 100 percent. It grew at a rate of 
9.5 percent a year. (From 1966 to 1970, the average growth rate was 6 percent) 
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However, the economic base has become shaky during the past few years. Former 
premier Babiuch said: "We depend on loans for a living and development." Practice 
proves that a grave consequence has resulted from the implementation of the "new 
economic strategy." 


From 1970 to 1980, Poland's foreign debt grew from merely US$800 million to US$23 
billion. Payments of foreign debt were due one after another. To pay back the 
principals plus interests carries an increasingly heavy burden on Poland. In 1980 
alone, the payment of principals plus interests was estimated at US$7.6 billion 
accounting for 74 percent of the total foreign exchange income for that year. This 
was clearly far beyond its ability to pay. 


The "new economic strategy" calls for investment in the construction of large-scale 
new projects and for importation of technology and equipment to build 450 major 
projects financed by foreign lcans, projects most of which must take a long time to 
complete. Meanwhile, Poland's foreign trade deficit became greater than ever when 
the international market prices of fuels, raw materials and food grains which 
Poland must¥import from abroad went up and its export volume dropped. As a result, 
its original plan to pay off its debt through the expansion of export trade could 
not be materialized. 


Polish agriculture is mainly based on individual economies (individual farmers 
work on nearly three-fourths of arable land throughout the country). There are 
shortages of investment capitals and manpower, which constitute a weak spot in the 
national economy. Because the crop growing business lags behind animal husbandry, 
Poland has adopted a policy "to import ‘animal feed in order to export meat." In 
the late 1970's, crop failure in Poland continued for 5 years in a row, thus fur- 
ther widening the gap between the development of industry and that of agriculture 
and disrupting the development of the national economy as a whole. In the first 
half of the 1970's, Poland had to import an average of 4.1 million tons of food 
grains and animal feed each year, which accounted for nearly 20 percent of the 
annual domestic output. Im the second half of the 1970*°s, it had to import an 
avenage of 8 million tons of food grains and animal feed each year, an equivalent 
to 40 percent of the domestic output. In that decade, such imports cost the 
country more than US$9 billion, an equivalent to 40 percent of its foreign debt. 


The flow of laborers in large numbers from the countryside to cities, triggered bv 
attractions of high wage paid by the builders of some large-scale capital construc- 
tion projects, has caused acute manpower shortages in the countryside. The imple- 
mentation of the high wage policy has resulted in a situation in which the growth 
of wage has surpassed the growth of production and placing a great pressure on the 
supply side of the market. Since the beginning of the 1970*s, Poland has increased 
the purchase prices of agricultural products several times while keeping the basic 
food retail sale prices at the same levels for a long time under a state subsidy 
program which forced the state to earmark nearly USS$16 billion or set aside 
approximately 40 percent of the state budget to subsidize such sales in 1980 

alone. In order to relieve this heavy financial burden, it decided to adjust its 
ne i +¢ ail sale prices, which consequently triggered a strike wave.

The people have become increasingly disenchanted with the political life in Poland 
where the democratic principle has long been trampled under foot, and some leadinz 
cadres cherishing bureaucracy and special privileges have beeu found guilty of 
abusing their power. This is another important factor that triggered this 

crisis. For this reason, Kania pointed out: “Our most important task is to re- 
store the confidence of society in the people's government and to restore the con- 
fidence of the working class and workers in the party.” 


The Polish party is prepared to carry out some reforms with the aim of overcoming 
its already publicly known shortcomings. On 2 April 1981, Poland's PEOPLE'S 
TRIBUNE carried an editorial revealing that disputes over a series of important 
issues still exist within the party. On 9 April, Kania said at the “Lenin” Ship- 
yard: "The leadership of the Central Committee is determined to crush any resis- 
tance to the process of socialist reform that exists in the party and social life. 
We need to build a social climate which will rule out the possibility of restoration 
to the old life." At the same time, he pointed out: "Wiping out deepening crisis 
is a process that will take years instead of just a few weeks." 


III. Danger of Soviet Military Intervention in Poland 


Soviet interference in many ways in the development of the situation in Poland has 
never stopped during the past year. 


On 5 December 1980, the leader of the Warsaw Pact countries issued a communique on 
their Moscow meeting. Although they expressed confidence in Poland's “ability to 
overcome its own difficulties," they emphasized that Poland “can firmly count on 
fraternal assistance and support™ from the Warsaw Pact nations. On 11 December, 
Soviet PRAVDA carried an article reminding Poland by insinuation of the "historical 
lesson" that Czechoslovakia drew from its 1968 incident, accusing anyone opposing 
the social “pattern” of the Soviet Union of being "a counterrevolutionary." The 
article alleges that "the internationalization of class interests of all socialist 
family members conforms to the objective laws of our time." Soviet newspapers and 
journals even went so far as to openly declare that if the Soviet Union fails to 
intervene in Poland, "the Soviet Union cannot be called the Soviet Union." (NEW 
TIME, issue No 11, 1981) 


Although the Polish party and government have consistently tried to solve properly 
some major problems Poland now faces through cooperative negotiation with the al- 
ready legalized "Solidarity" Union, the Soviet Union has repeatedly attacked 
"Solidarity" by name while demanding that the Polish party take "a clear-cut and 
uncompromise stand" against its activities. The Soviet leadership has also taken 
overt measures of interference in the affairs of the Polish party. On 23 April 
1981, or the eve of its Tenth Plenum, Suslov, a member of the Politburo of the 
CPSU Central Committee, made an unscheduled visit to Poland. After his return to 
Moscow, on 25 April, TASS carried an article accusing the Polish party leadership 
of accommodating "revisionists" within the party. 


Political intervention is often paralleled by military pressures. It was reported 
that by the end of 1980, hundreds of thousands of Soviet troops were concentrated 
and deployed around Poland for conducting one military maneuver after another. 
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These troops in high gear of combat-readiness are prepared to fulfill any combat 
missions. On 17 March 1981, the Warsaw Pact nations began a joint military exer- 
cise in Poland originally scheduled to end on 23 March. This military exercise 

was extended due to the unexpected outbreak of the Bydgoszcz incident which 

built up the tensions to a new level in Poland. The war games came to an end on 

7 April after the Bydgoszcz incident was settled. It was reported that the comple- 
tion of this military maneuver marked a step forward in preparing Soviet military 
intervention in Poland. 


At the Eighth Plenary Session of the Polish Party, its leaders said: "Our allies" 
have gone at great length to try to “understand” what has happened in Poland. 
"However, if we are bogged down in disorder, they will not forgive us." Once the 
situation worsens, the Soviet Union “will never look on with folded arms.” It 
appears that the danger of Soviet military intervention in Poland still exists.

POLISH PARTY PLENUM RESULTS REPORTED

[Text] Warsaw, 3 Sep (XINHUA)--The Third Plenary Session of the Ninth Central 
Committee of the Polish United Workers’ Party was held in Warsaw on 2-3 September. 
The session adopted a resolution on carrying out economic reform in Poland, 
developing a system of self-management in state-owned enterprises and a self-rule 
system for workers and staff members, beginning from 1 January 1982. 


The resolution holds that it is necessary for the Polish Government to put forward 

a plan in September this year on reforms to be carried out in various economic ' 
sectors. The resolution instructs party organizations at all levels to widely 
publicize the significance in the self-rule of workers, staff members and economic 

reform, and actively participate in making preparations for the reform. 


The plenary session listened to and discussed a report by Jan Glowczyk, candidate 
member of the Political Bureau of the party Central Committee, on “the party's 
task in determining the self-rule status of workers and staff members of 
socialist enterprises under the conditions of economic reform." 


The resolution adopted by the session on this report points out: the economic 
reform will focus the attention of central planning on matters of economic strategy 
and development, strengthen society's role in drawing up plans and supervising 
their implementation and implement self-management of enterprises and self-ruie 

of workers and staff members, relying mainly on economic means and the principle 

of insuring that the activities of enterprises are in keeping with the interests 

of the whole people to influence the development and function of the enterprises. 


The resolution holds that the training and proper selection of enterprise cadres, 
particularly leading cadres, is a fundamental question of insuring the normal 
activities of enterprises. Managers of state-owned enterprises should be appointed 
by central or local state administrative organs after obtaining the agreement of 
the workers committee of the enterprises. Moreover, the power to confirm the 
managers also belongs to relevant state administrative organs. 


Kania, first secretary of the party Central Committee, presided over the plenary 
session and spoke at the opening and closing sessions. 


He said: "It is a matter of extremely great importance to make the self-rule of 
workers and staff members give expression to the will of the working class and 
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serve the interests of the working class and the interests of the whole people. 
We must establish a pattern of self-rule which proceeds from the harsh realities 
of our life and is conducive to developing the economy and democracy to meeting 
wide-ranging social needs and overcoming the various kinds of difficulties in our 
life." 


Kania pointed out that the self-management of enterprises in general and the 
broader scope of their self-management powers must be combined with attention 
to establishing a sound position for the managers. He said: "The party will 
not give up the cadre policy of our state organs. This conclusion is based on 
the historical responsibility of the Polish United Workers’ Party for the 
country’s development and its socialist form and on the party's leading role as 
clearly stipulated in the constitution of the Polish People's Republic.” 


Kania called on party organizations at all levels to shift their work to the 
economic field, bring into play the initiative of all trades and occupations, 
overcome all obstructions to development and stimulate the nation's hardworking 
spirit. 


Kania said: We must create favorable conditions for carrying out economic refora. 
At the same time we must also exercise the necessary prudence and not make mistakes. 
He said that when necessary the government will defend socialism by all means. At 
the same time he also expressed his support for reaching an understanding with all 
forces on the side of socialism. 


Kania reported on the results of the recently held Polish-Soviet summit meeting 
stressing that the Crimea communique is a document of friendship between the two 
parties, countries and peoples of Poland and the Soviet Union. He szid that 

Soviet leaders believe that our party and our people are able to control the diffi- 
cult situation by our own strength. We have an opportunity to show our /ratitude 
to our Soviet friends for the help and attention they have given us. 


The plenary session also adopted a resolution on the establishment of a mining 
industry commission under the party Central Committee and a resolution on the 
establishment of a special commission responsible for investigating the circum- 
stances, facts and causes of all social conflicts in the history of the Polish 
People's Repvblic.

DENG'S FOREIGN POLICY CRITICIZED

[Text] To create and consolidate a peaceful environment for the motherland's 
socialist construction--this is the main task of our country's foreign policy 
line. Comrade Chen Yun pointed out: We need a lasting peaceful environment 
and peaceful borders. Although the road is long and tortuous, we must develop 
friendly and harmonious relations with the people of neighboring countries. 

To achieve this goal, we must steadfastly follow a principled and flexible 
foreign policy line. In our relations with other countries, on issues where 
concessions can be made, mutual concessions should be made in a sensible way. 
On issues where there is no room for concessions, we must adhere to our own 
principled stand. 


However, certain leaders of our country are making excessive, even unprincipled, 
concessions to some countries, while demonstrating unnecessary, even unwise, 
toughness toward other countries. For example, in accordance with Comrade 

Deng Xiaoping's opinion, we have made a major concession to Japan on the question 
of Tiaoyu Island. In fact, we have ceded China's territory to Japan. On the 
Taiwan question, we have made concessicns to the United States which in fact 
amount to tolerating U.S. interference in China's internal affairs. Making 
endless concessions on vital issues concerning our sovereignty and national pride 
cannot be tolerated by the Chinese people. 


In dealing with other countries, however, we have done exactly the opposite: 
adopted an absolutely tough stand and refused to yield an inch. Take our 
relations with Albania, for example. China supported Albania for many years and 
relations between the two countries were very friendly and close. Today, several 
years after relations ended, some central leaders have suggested holding talks 
with Albanian leaders to seek possible ways to improve relations between the two 
countries. However, Comrade Deng Xiaoping has rejected the suggestion arguing 
that it would be unprincipled and beneath our national dignity. 


A certain central leader has taken an equally tough and unconciliatory stand toward 
Vietnam. The Sino-Vietnamese talks have been suspended for a long time and the 
border situation is extremely tense. The two countries’ armed forces are facing 
each other with frequent armed conflicts. Officers and men are being wounded and 
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killed. In view of this situation, a certain central leader has talked about 
teaching Vietnam another lesson. It is quite obvious that the Sino-Vietnamese 
border issue, like other countries’ border issues, cannot be solved by resorting 
to force. Only by negotiating will it be possible to achieve peace and tran- 
quillity on our southern border. Yet, a certain central leader has again shown 
am unnecessary toughness and refused to resume the Sino-Vietmamese talks. At 
the same time, he has put forward the stand that absolutely no concession will 
be made to Vietnam and that Vietnam must accept China's eight-point proposal. 
However, this stand can in no way be considered sensible. In negotiations 
between two sides, if one side insists on having its way, how can the two sides 
successfully negotiate a solution to the complicated problem? To smoothly 
negotiate, both sides must be sincere, understand each other, make mutual 
concessions, try to make the disputed issue clear and explore ways of solving 
the problem. Of course, concessions should be sensible, acceptable to both sides 
and based on the legitimate interests of both sides. 


In the past Premier Zhou put forward the principle of seeking common ground while 
reserving differences. This principle has played an important role in pursuing 
our country's principled and flexible foreign policy, particularly in settling 
international disputes and issues. The principle of seeking common ground while 
reserving differences is still a good way to settle current international disputes 
and hold negotiations smoothly. Although the road is long and tortuous, peace 

and tranquillity can be achieved on our southern, northern, western and all other 
borders, if we engage in patient and sensible negotiations.

EGYPT, ISRAEL AGREE ON FINAL SINAI WITHDRAWAL

[Text] Cairo, August 28 (XINHUA)--Egypt and Israel reached an agreement yesterday 
on Israel's final withdrawal from Sinai, according to local newspapers today. The 
agreement was reached at a meeting between Egyptian Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Butrus Ghali and Israeli Defence Minister Ari'el Sharon in Alexandria. 
Under the agreement, Egypt will take over the rest of her territory in Sinai next 
April free of all traces of Israeli occupation so that the establishments may be 
peacefully used. 


Declaring its commitment to the Camp David accord, the Israeli defence minister 
promised to evacuate the settlements and withdraw military equipment together 
with transportation and communications installations. Sharon told reporters 

after the meeting that besides the implementation of the second stage of the peace 
treaty, the pending issues concerned and the normalization of bilateral relations 
were also discussed. Asked whether Israel will remove all the settlements from 
Sinai, Sharon replied that the agreement will be carried out to the letter and 
this is actually done by the two sides. 


Egyptian sources said that Sinai should be handed over without the se:*lements. 
Israel can take what they want, but Egypt is also ready to purchase any equipment 
it leaves behind. 


Meanwhile, the Israeli radio claimed that Egypt has turned down an Israeli 
proposal to turn Yamit and Sharm al-Shaykh settlements into bases for a multi- 
national force.

"XINHUA' CITES REPORTS ON AFGHAN RESISTANCE

[Text}) Beijing, August 27 (XINHUA)--The people of northeast Afghanistan have 
regained control over the Nouristan region and vast rural areas in some other 
provinces in their stiff resistance to the Soviet aggressors. Highway traffic 
that links the Soviet Union and Kabul and the interior parts of Afghanistan has 
been attacked and sometimes cut off by freedom fighters. The Soviet troops had 
to depend on air transport for their needed supplies. 


This military situation in Afghanistan was described in a dispatch cabled by 
correspondents of the PEOPLE'S DAILY and XINHUA from Chitral, West Pakistan. 
The dispatch was carried in the PEOPLE'S DAILY yesterday. 


Nouristan--"the land of light''--is a mountainous region with an area of 5,000 

square miles and a population of 100,000. Since the Soviet armed invasion of 
Afghanistan, the people of Nouristan have been subjected to barbarous bombing and 
attacks by the Soviet invaders and the Kabul government troops. But they have 
fought the invaders incessantly. They disrupted highway traffic, sealed up the 
access to valleys and succeeded in blocking the passage of Soviet armoured vehicles. 
They took advantage of the difficult terrain to take cover from Soviet air raids. 

As a result, the Soviet troops have failed in their attempts to occupy the region. 


The Soviets and Kabul troops are forced to take a defensive position in the 
Nouristan region. Their rain job there is to prevent the freedom fighters from 
making thrusts southward. Thousands of Kabul troops have been deployed along 

the line stretching from the border village of Birkot in Kunar Province to places 
west of the Nari Village. They laid mines and erected barbed wire entanglements 
around their outposts for fear of being attacked by the freedom fighters. Never- 
theless, they cannot prevent attacks by the freedom fighters. 


In June this year, 500 freedom fighters from different resistance groups launched 
a joint attack and succeeded in capturing the Nari Village, a heavily guarded 
"fort'’ of the Karmal troops. 


fhe Soviets have amassed troops in northern border provinces of Afghanistan. 

3ut chere they are active only during daytime. When night falls, they used to 
confine themselves in army barracks for fear of being attacked by the "omnipresent" 
freedom fighters. 








The Soviets have stationed heavy troops to guard the key highway that runs from 
Kunduz to Kabul via Baghlan, the very road over which the main Soviet aggressor 
forces marched southward at the end of 1979. Even so, the road traffic was 
recently cut off for several days by the freedom fighters. 


The Soviet Union has long coveted Afghanistan's Wahan area which borders or the 
Soviet Union, China and Pakistan. There the Soviet forces have imposed direct 
military control. A representative of an Afghan resistance organization told 
the correspondents that the Afghan people are determined to drive the Soviet 
troops out of all Afghan territory including Wahan.

EUROPEAN PARLIAMENT DELEGATION--A European parliament delegation led by 
(Ye-er-ma-er-di-nei), head of the delegation for relations with China, arrived 
in Beijing this afternoon for a visit to China at the invitation of the NPC 
Standing Committee.

the socialist transormation had been mainly completed in 1956, Comrade Mao Zedong 
in his article "On the Correct Handling of Contradictions Among the People” said: 
"Our basic task has changed from liberating the productive forces to protecting 
and expanding them in the context of the new relations of production. A battle a- 
gainst nature must be fought in order to develop our economy and culture." ("Se- 
lected Works of Mao Zedong," Vol 5, pp 375,377) Our party's decision to shift the 
emphasis of its work to the socialist modernization program actually resulted from 
its correct application of the tenets of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought.

LIFE OF QING DYNASTY THINKER INTERESTED IN WESTERN TECHNOLOGY RECOUNTED 
Beijing RENMIN RIBAO in Chinese 3 Aug 81 p 5 


[Article by Chen Zheng [7115 6927]: "Wei Yuan [7614 3293], a Patriotic Thinker in 
China's Recent History"] 


[Text] Wei Yuan [1794-1857] was a native of Shaoyang, Hunan, and a prefectural 
magistrate who passed the national civil service examination held at the nation's 
capital. Among his principal literary works were “Collection of Guweitang Arti- 
cles," "Guweitang Poems," "Guwei Book," “Guwei Poems," "A New Compilation of the 
History of the Yuan Dynasty," “History of the Shengwu Reign,” and "Geography of 
Sea Faring Nations." He was a well-known patriot and an advanced thinker in the 
recent history of China. 


When the British aggressors launched the Opium War against China in June 1840, the 
capitulationists vigorously distorted the true nature of this war, blaming its out- 
break on the decision to ban opium. They vilified Lin Zexu [2651 0463 1776] and 
his followers as “inept and bungling officials who acted too impetuously" in their 
efforts to ban opium. They alleged that the “burning of opium" was a factor that 
“made the British angry" and drove them to launch the war of agred aggression 
against China. Their attempt was to absolve the aggressors from the responsibil- 
ity for aggression and denounce the Chinese people's just struggle against external 
aggression. As a good friend of Lin Zexu and a supporter of his persistent strug- 
gle to ban opium, Wei Yuan repudiated the capitulationists for drawing a conclu- 
sion that turned the relationship between right and wrong upside down. He con- 
cluded through an analysis that the “desire to seek profits alone" rather than the 
"decision to confiscate opium" was a basic factor that led the British to lau~ch 
the opium war. ("Chapter: Proposed Buildup of a Navy") 


In May 1841, the struggle waged by the people in Sanyuanli Guangzhou against 
atrocities committed by the British army reflected the Chinese people's patriotic 
and heroic spirit unwilling to submit to the aggressors. In the "Chapter: Pro- 
posed Buildup of a Navy," he wrote: “During the battle of Sanyuanli, our poorly 

a med and poorly trained militia units encircled the barbarian commanders and 
killed their soldiers before they were persuaded by our own officials to allow the 
enemy troops to flee. How could anyone say that our ground forces are inferior in 
combat to barbarians?" 





He warmly extolled the Sanyuanli people's struggle against the British and angrily 
condemned the capitulationists for shamelessly allowing the aggressors to break out 
of the encirclement. In the following poem he wrote: "So high is our morale in 
the face of our common enemy, soon an army of 100,000 responded to an appeal for 
mobilization. 


In old days, we heard only civilians desert to the enemy side. Today, it was out 
officials who deliberately let barbarians flee." (See "Sheyinglou Poems") This 
poem contrasced starkly to the description by the capitulationists of “the Guangdong 
people as suspected traitors none of whom can be trusted and of the militia cherish- 
ing justice as stubborn hooligans." In Wei Yuan's view, dampening the people's en- 
thusiasm in their just struggle against the aggressors was a factor that put China 
in an unfavorable position during the Opium War. 


In August 1842, the signing of the “Nanking Treaty" marked the end of the Opium War. 
China's defeat in this war was a great shock to Wei Yuan. After the war, he wrote 
many poems expressing his love and affection for his motherland. "The flame of fire 
north of the Yangtze River is as red as blood, the waves south of it is as gloomy 

as ink. The sound of the gunshot comes amid the chilling wave:, tens of thousands 
of families wail in its wake" was a poem depicting his gloomy view of the tragic 
situation at that time. 


Indignation drove him to write books. In the second half of 1842, he completed the 
writing and compilation of “History of the Shengwu Reign" and "Geography of Sea 
Faring Nations." The book “Geography of Sea Faring Nations" was compiled and pub- 
lished in accordance with Lin Zexu's instruction and on the basis of his Chinese 
edition of “Geography of the Four Continents." The first edition consisted of 50 
volumes. Later, it was increased to 60 and 100 volumes. Wei Yuan explicitly ex- 
plained that the purpose of its publication was to “cope with barbarians with their 
techniques and to triumph over barbarians through the study of their advanced tech- 
nology." “Geography of Sea Faring Nations" was a popular book with a systematic 
introduction to the history and geography of various countries throughout the world. 
In this book, there was a “Chapter: Proposed Buildup of A Navy" elaborately spell- 
ing out the concept of “triumph over barbarians through the study of their advanced 
technology." Its essence was a call for studying the advanced technology of the 
capitalist countries in the West, developing new industry and strengthening national 
defense in order to protect our country from foreign armed aggression. This con- 
cept of self-containment and self-aggrandizement, a fresh idea which has had a 
significant effect on the recent history of China. However, the group of conser- 
vative elements of the Qing Dynasty viewed the new-type production technology as 
“exotic techniques and juggling skills" which, they feared, might have "an adverse 
impact on che minds of our people." They regarded the efforts to understand the 
situation in foreign countries «s “something necessary" and viewed "the study of 
advanced foreign technology" as “wasteful practices." The consequence of keep‘ng 
their eyes shut and turning a deaf ear to whatever was taking place elsewhere was 
chat they became panicy when confronted with the aggressors and were forced to 
capity lace and make concessions to them. Wei Yuan declared that “everything useful 
(to Chine including exotic techniques but not juggling skills" was worthy of emu- 
lation by china which should send students abroad to study them. Meanwhile, he em- 
chasized t.at the purpose of study was to “convert the advanced Western technology 
into edvanced Chinese technology." 
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Wei Yuan also realized that the realization of his proposed concept of “triumph over 
barbarians through the study of their advanced technology” could not depart from 

the domestic programs to reform the political system and to change the unhealthy 
lifestyle. After exposing many social ills during the Qing Dynasty, he proposed 
some formulas for reforming the administration of water conservation, sali and river 
shipping industries, and sharply criticized the officials for sticking to the old 
tradition and unhealthy trends calling on people to show interest in profitable high 
positions alone. He charged that “except for riches and honors, they do not know 
what the development of the national economy means to the people; except for their 
private cliques, they do not know how vital are the talented people to the nation. 
They know only how to follow the old regulations, which spell trouble for our 

future if not corrected in time. They know how to protect themselves by playing 
safe and by keeping reticent at all times." He was deeply grieved to see the inept 
and incompetent performances by many officials who acted like cowards during the 
Opium War. Believing that "a nation depends on its citizens for survival, and there 
is no easy success through good luck," he suggested that everyone play an important 
role in “eliminating hypocrisy and masks, in overcoming the fear of difficulties, 

in reforming cumbersome regulations, and in stamping out the idea of building a cozy 
home for onesself and many other things troubling the people."

military ‘eacere admitted that deputy comman chief Lin was Chairman Mao's 
closest ccmrade-in-arms and successor. Cha: ao himself also deeply trusted 
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Lin Biao and regarded him as his close comrade-in-arms and successor to his 
life-time cause. We all know that Chairman Mao personally designated Lin Biao 
to make the political report to the Ninth National Party Congress.

FORMER RED GUARDS RECALL THE CULTURAL REVOLUTION 
Beijing LIAOWANG in Chinese No 3, 20 Jun 81 pp 28-29 


[Article by Xu Xinhua [1776 1800 5478] and Xu Mou [1776 6180]: "People Trained 
at Special Cost--Interviews With Several Former Red Guards in the Capital"] 


[Text] Today few people speak of the "red guard movement" which startled the 
world at the beginning of the "Great Cultural Revolution." In the view of 
some adults who felt the impact of the red guards, it is an absurd segment of 
history which requires no mention; some former red guard youths feel that it 
was an inglorious segment of history and they are unwilling to speak of it. 


But, after all, it is an actual page in the history of China's youth movements. 
History is not a document which can be revised. A Marxist should be good at 
learning from history. Regardless of whether this bit of history was a fantasy 
come true for you or was all but intolerable; was correct or incorrect, we both 
can and should draw meaningful instruction from it. This is because "history 
is all things to us, and we more than any other philosophical school...place 
great importance on history." (Engels) 


It was with this understanding that we wanted to visit some of those who were 
red guards during the early years of the "Great Cultural Revolution" to see how 
they recalled this bit of history and what they are thinking and doing today. 

We do this to inform society. But things are always easier said than done. The 
factions and organizations to which the red guards belonged in those years were 
so complex, and there later transformations so large, that regardless of how 
deeply you go into it some things tend to be overlooked. And it is all too easy 
to get into areas of dispute. But if we stop to think about it, no matter how 
complex matters were, the vast majority of the red guards were basically good. 
Listening to their own understanding of the path they followed can be good for 
our society and for the youths of that era. 


And so in accordance with set plans we interviewed the following red guards: 


Peng Xiaomeng, originally the "head of the propaganda department" of the "Red 
Flag Struggle Group" at a middle school affiliated with Beijing University, On 
25 July 1966 she gave a speech on rebellion which caused quite a stir. Later 
she was persecuted by Jiang Qing and others because of her opposition to the 
Central Cultural Revolution Small Group. Presently she is working in the Minis- 
try of Communications. She is 33 years old.

Li Dongmin, originally a red guard in Beijing's No 25 Middle School. At one 
time he was the leaderof the core group of the Red Guard Congress of Beijing 
Middle Schools and was on the standing committee of the Beijing Municipal 
Revolutionary Committee. Presently he is a researcher at the Beijing Social 
Science Rsearch Institute. He is 34. 


Liu Longjiang, originally the person in charge of the red guards of the No 2 
Boys Middle School in Beijing. He was at one time a member of the core group 
of the Red Guard Congress of Middle Schools in the capital and was a member of 
the Beijing Municipal Revolutionary Committee. At present, he works at the 
Beijing Municipal Farm Management Bureau. He is 34. 


Zhang Licai, originally a sponsor of the red guards at the middle school 
affiliated with the Beijing Agricultural University. On 15 November 1966 he 

and his classmate, another red guard named Liu Wozhong, using the names Di Xi 
and Yi Lin, put up at Qing Hua University the first big character poster in the 
nation to criticize Lin Biao and Confucius. Afterwards, they were labeled active 
counterrevolutionaries and were jailed. Now he is a worker at No 12 Beijing 
Wireless Parts Plant No 12 in Beijing. He is 33. 


Li Lindong, originally a red guard at No 25 Middle School in Beijing and an 
editorial writer for the newspaper of the Red Guard Congress of Middle Schools 
in the capital, the "East Wind." Now he is a language instructor at No 209 
Middle School in Beijing. He is 34. 


They enthusiastically granted our interviews. Li Lindong said, "I greatly 
respect your coming here to interview us. Your sincere discussion of our 
feelings with us as we recall this historical lesson together gives us a feel- 
ing of great warmth.” 


When the "Great Cultural Revolution" began these red guards were all 17 or 18 
years old. They were high spirited and naive. They responded to the call for 
"caring about matters of importance to the nation," and truly viewed the "Great 
Cultural Revolution" as a great revolution that touched people's souls and as a 
life and death class struggle between the proletariat and the bourgeoisie. But, 
because of the sabotage by the Lin Biao, Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques 
and the mistaken line of the party, from the beginning the red guards were led 
down the wrong path. 


Peng Xiaomeng explained in detail the circumstances surrounding her entry into 
the movement: Before the "Great Cultural Revolution" began, the leftist errors 
in the guiding ideology of the party had already had an effect of young students. 
After it began, we felt very pious about the revolution and arose to rebel 
against school and party committees, to wander about struggling against teach- 
ers, to boycott classes, to boycott examinations, to write big character post- 
ers, to string together [travel about the country making contact and discussing 
issues with others], and to struggle against the "black gangs” [anti-party, 
anti-Mao]. In our enthusiasm we slept little and forgot about eating. Once we 
discovered the quotation, "rebellion is reasonable,” in a newspaper put out be- 
fore liberation, the vigor of our rebellion was increased. All of this was 





welcomed by Jiang Qing and her gang. Jiang Qing praised us for her own purposes 
as being “young tigers of great families," and Chen Boda called us the youth 
with “undaunted spirits a thousand feet high." Kang Sheng then said, "Not a 
thousand feet high, but ten thousand feet high." This sort of shameless flattery 
made us even more dizzy. Under the derangement imparted by the slogan of the 
Lin Biao gang, “sweep away all demons," we "charged" from the schools into 
society to confiscate property, to sweep away the “four olds" and to spread the 
so-called red terror. 


Remembering the past, Peng Xiaomeng very sadly said: We departed from reality. 
We merely bandied about Marxist rhetoric and believed that personally carrying 
out startling and monumental undertakings was revolution. We considered our- 
selves “saviors of the world," the only true revolutionaries. We loved to take 
things to extremes. We had an obviously petty bourgeois fanaticism. These weak- 
nesses and shortcomings were the intrinsic reasons that we were so easily used 

by the Lin Biao, Jiang Qing gang. 


Social practice is the teacher of the young. Many red guards in the course of 
their own individual and very different personal experiences came, sooner or 
later, to gradually recognize the true faces of the Lin Biao, Jiang Qing gang. 
Li Dongmin said: In the beginning I looked on Jiang Qing and the others as the 
proper leftist faction. In 1967 Jiang Qing fired us up to “knock down the mili- 
tarist line of Liu and Deng,” to oppose and disrupt the military. Less than 

2 months later, when the scheme of the Jiang Qing gang ran into Chairman Mao's 
censure and the stiff resistance of the broad soldiers and people, she did an 
immediate turn about and laid complete responsibility on the red guards, saying: 
"This is destroying our nation. If I were the People's Liberation Army, I would 
open fire." Who was the chief destroyer of our nation? It was Jiang Qing! 
Later, because I was unhappy with Jiang Qing, I was labeled a "May 16" element 
[those claiming to base themselves on Mao's directive of 16 May 1966--later 
attacked as anarchists] and was investigated for half a year. 


Sooner or later the counterrevolutionary stamps on the backs of Lin 3iao and the 
“gang of four," those sham revolutionary rascals, were bound to be exposed. As 
time went on the red guards gradually discovered that the true aim of the Lin 
Biao, Jiang Qing gang was to overthrow the leading cadres of the CCP at every 
level, but especially those at the highest levels. These young people who grew 
up receiving the traditional education of the party began to be confused. They 
began to doubt the line promoted by the Central Cultural Revolution Small Group. 


In September of 1966 Peng Xiaomeng traveled to Beijing. She repeatedly discussed 
things with other red guards and they drafted and circulated "An Open Letter to 
the Central Cultural Revolution Small Group--Five Questions for the Central 
Cultural Revolution Small Group." It publicly demanded explanation of Jiang 

Qing and the others asking: why do you want to overthrow all the old cadres? 
Later they further called for resolutely criticizing the capitalist reactionary 
line of some of the leaders of the Central Cultural Revolution Small Group. 
Furthermore, in their meetings they loudly proclaimed: Some people in the Cen- 
tral Cultural Revolution Small Group should be less crazy! This infuriated Jiang 
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Qing and the others. Jiang Qing labeled these youths the “Parental Protection 
Faction" and the "Military Police Group," and issued orders to have them sup- 
pressed. As a result, Peng Xiaomeng and the other red guards were imprisoned and 
cruelly persecuted. 


Young people are courageous in their practice of independent thinking. On 

15 November 1966 Liu Wozhong and Zhang Licai, red guards of the middle school 
affiliated with the Beijing Agricultural University, assumed the names Yi Lin 
and Di Xi, and posted a 6,000 character big character poster at Qing Hua Uni- 
versity. It criticized the "18 September" speech by Lin Biao, objected to his 
splitting of Marxism-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, and objected to his en- 
couragement of the cult of personality. The big character poster forecast the 
fall of Lin Biao: "Merciless dialectic will force you to stand asdie!" This 
big character poster sent tremors through Beijing. 


When we interviewed Zhang Licai, he said: Recalling this bit of history I can 
see one thing and that is that we red guards stood in the same battle trenches 

as the older generation of revolutionaries. Within one short month of the time 
we posted our big character poster several thousand people expressed support. 

Li Hongshan of the Beijing Forestry College and other red guards of the capital 
rushed to post big character posters objecting to the extreme leftist line of 

the Central Cultural Revolution Small Group. This series of activities on our 
part was labeled the "Black Wind of December." In reality, this so called “Black 
Wind of December" was on the same wavelength as the so-called "February Counter- 
current" [a phrase used by those who met reverses in February 1967]. Even Lin 
Biao in the Ninth Party Congress report spoke of the two together saying: “This 
was that countercurrent which ran from the winter of 1966 to the spring of 1967." 


Things developed in this contradictory way. The rec guards were the product of 
an extreme leftist line, were used by the Lin Biao, Jiang Qing gang and caused 
extensive damage to our cause. But there were some red guards who arose to 
struggle against Lin Biao and the "gang of four." Splintering occurred as the 
red guards began to awaken. Except for a minority who blindly sought advantages 
and crowded onto the "gang of four" battle wagon to roll toward denigration, many 
red guards sooner or later, in varying degrees, flung themselves into the revo- 
lutionary flood of opposition to Lin Biao and the “gang of four." At the begin- 
ning of April i) 1976 at Tienanmen Square which had been the site of reviews of 
red guards in the past a great mass movement, which had been building up and 
brewing for a long time, finally exploded. Those of the red guards that we in- 
terviewed who were in Beijing at the time were, without exception, active parti- 
cipants in this "5 April" movement. Li Dongmin was in the square passing out 
pamphlets calling on all Marxists, both inside and outside of the party, to 
arise and struggle against the fascist, revisionist elements; Liu Longjiang was 


in the square reading aloud poems in opposition to the "gang of four"; Lin Lindong 
wrote down a poem at the foot of the monument mourning Premier Zhou and denouncing 


the “gang of four” in which he predicted that “the furious lightning bolts are 
not far off...." All this makes it clear that although the red guard movement 
was a tortuous one among China's youth movements, China's youth came through it 
more advanced and mature. 
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The 10 years from "18 August"[1966, when Mao first addressed millions of red 
guards in Beijing] to "5 April" were 10 years of nerve-wracking thought for them. 
They thought about history and reality, politics and economics, people and 
leadership, the individual and society.... In their travels for the purpose 

of stringing together, their participation in group labor, and their other 
contacts with the masses, they gradually came to understand the reality that 

is China. And intheir comparisons and appraisals of various ideological tides 
they began to learn the theory of scientific socialism and to refine their 
ability to think independently and to distinguish truth from falsehood. 


And what did all this thinking get them? Here are some excerpts taken from 
diaries, study notes and conversations-- 


Li Lindong: "Wherein lies the greatness of our motherland? Everywhere there 
are the peasants! It is their silent, unending sweat that nurtures our beloved 
mother, that nurtures tiny little me. They are the enlightenment of my future 
li.e. They are the example helping me to refine a strength of perseverance. 

We can never forget them." 


Liu Wozhong, Zhang Licai: “Lin Biao and the ‘gang of four' used the doctrine 
of ‘bourgeoisie within the party’ to sabotage the party, to poison our people, 
to force us to tear ourselves apart body and soul, and to force us to trample 
upon and kill each other.” 


Liu Longjiang: "The disaster that was the ‘Great Cultural Revolution’ did not 
happen suddenly. Besides the sabotage by Lin Biao and the ‘gang of four,’ it 
was the result of the evil development of leftist mistakes that sprouted in the 
1950's. It was created by the sickness that existed within our society. Prac- 
tice has proven that you can never use violent and disruptive methods such as 
the ‘Great Cultural Revolution’ to solve internal contradictions, but rather 
must, under the leadership of the party, use democratic and scientific methods 
to make adjustments and find solutions. 


The "Creat Cultural Revolution" disrupted the lives of an entire generation of 
young people. But, “somehow unconsciously the planted willows grow." Mistakes 
and setbacks also educated a generation. These people were trained at a special 
cost. 


Two years ago on "4 May” Youth Day the comrade on the party Central Committee 

in charge of such things added the following remarks to a letter sent in by a 
red guard: The number of youths who made mistakes of one kind or another dur- 
ing the great cultural revolution is quite large. We must give them an analysis 
of history, and furthermore we must build our policies on the foundation of 

this analysis. In short, for the vast majority of them it was difficult to 
avoid being used and misguided because they lacked experience. It would be a 
mistake for us to continue to ridicule, laugh at, and look down at the vast major- 
ity of them. We must make an effort to unify the vast majority of them and make 
them feel at ease so that they can pull themselves together and help with the 
four modernizations. For the small minority that have still not come to their 
senses and do not conduct themselves properly we should carry out criticism and 
education and help them to change. 
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The historical episode that was the red guard movement has already past. But, 
today we continue to feel the tremendous damage done by this disastrous affair 
to our material and spiritual civilization. The after effects of history con- 
tinue to pumish us. But just as Engels said: "A great class, just as a great 
race of people, regardless of the area of study, will learn faster from the re- 
sults of their own mistakes.” The Chinese people have passed through a great 
catastrophe and have already come to understand numerous truths. Old man time 
is not a scrooge. He also gives us precious compensation. Among the red guards 
of the past, some have matured into very talented people. They are now contrib- 
uting their own light and warmth for the betterment of China.

ROLE OF YOUTHS DISCUSSED IN CONFERENCE REPORT

[Excerpts] At the report conference jointly held by the Central

Party Central Committee Secretariat gave a report which strongly 
encouraged League cadres and members as well as the young people 
who attended. We are publishing the entire report in response 
to requests from our readers. 


Problems for Consideration: 


1. How should we view the significance of the establishment 
of new China in the history of over 100 years of suffering by 
the Chinese people? 


2. How should we view the setbacks and great achievements in 
the course of new China's development? 


3. Why do we regard the triumph of socialism in China as a 
historical inevitability? How should we understand the citing 
of individual phrases of Marxism to deny the reality of 
socialism in our country and the viewpoint of the two “what- 
evers” which basically differ little in methodology? 


4. Why did Lu Xun say we could not view the relationship 
between cld and young people from the standpoint of evolution? 


5. How can young people attain a broad future? Why do we say 
that whoever is with the people will conform to the tide of 
history and will advance endlessly? How do we contribute to 
the vigorous development of China? 
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The majority of those who are attending today's conference are young people. In the 
presence of young people I can say that I am old. In the presence of the older gen- 
eration I can only say that I am getting older but dare not claim to be old. It is 
reasonable that more young comrades should be invited to speak at this conference, 
and it is not suitable for an older person like me to speak. But I was once a teen- 
ager and a young person, a member of the CYL who had a variety of experience, in- 
cluding suffering and happiness. Some people say that there is a gulf between the 
older and younger generations which cannot be bridged and that their minds cannot 
communicate. I disagree with this view. I am a member of the CCP. Among you there 
are members of the Communist Party and the CYL. We all struggle for the ideals of 
communism and advance under the banner of communism. With the same ideals and path, 
how can we say that our minds cannot communicate? At the League's Central Committee 
forum, convened at Huairen Hall, I was inspired and moved by the speeches given by 
the young advanced representatives of the national learn-from-Lei Feng movement. I 
feel that my mind can communicate with theirs. The absolute majority of old people 
and the absolute majority of young people throughout the country all earnestly hope 
to build our motherland into a modern, strong socialist country. The minds of the 
two generations can communicate on this question. Even today, there is an absolute 
minority or a very few individual old people who stubbornly want to persist on the 
capitalist road. Of course they cannot communicate with the absolute majority of 
old people. Similarly, there is an absolute minority or a very few individual 

young people who worship foreign things and fawn on foreign powers, to the extent 

of ignoring the national and personal character, and who want to take the capitalist 
road. Of course they cannot communicate with the absolute majority of old and young 
people. The absolute minority or very few of the old people as well as the absolute 
minority or very few of the young people are kindred spirits who are vainly attempt- 
ing to turn back the wheel of history. There is no chasm between them. Have we 

not discovered that some dyed-in-the-wool old revolutionaries are giving counsel to 
some young people who crave nothing short of nationwide chaos? Clearly, it is very 
difficult to draw correct conclusions merely by looking at the problem from age 
differences, without observing the relationships among people on the basis of the 
law of historical development and through scientific analysis of all existing social 
contradictions. Lu Xun said that he had always believed in evolution and that all 
young people were superior to old people. In 1927 in Guangdong, he witnessed young 
people splitting into two major camps. Some young Communist Party members struggled 
heroically and bravely gave their lives, while others threw in their lot with 

Chiang Kai-shek and betrayed the revolution. Learning from events and studying 
Marxism, [Lu Xun] ultimately became a communist, corrected his bias concerning evo- 
lution, and believed that “the future depends solely on the rising proletarians.” 


In several points below I will discuss with the young comrades who share a common 
goal some of the stronger impressions of my long experience from youth to old age. 


The Chinese People Have Stood Tall Since the Establishment of New China 
The young comrades who are present have not lived through the era when our mother- 
land and people suffered humiliation. But they must remember that there was such 


an era and must resolve not to allow it to return! 


Can we recall that we have signed one unequal treaty with imperialism and social 
imperialism since the establishment of the PRC? No. On the contrary, we have 
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firmly abolished the unequal treaties signed by successive reactionary governments 
and have conducted relations with other countries only on the basis of equality. 
Have we shamelessly paid one cent of indemnity, ceded one inch of territory, or sold 
out any sovereign rights to the imperialists and social imperialists? Again, no. 

On the contrary, our people's armed forces have defended the motherland by triun- 
phantly countering and defeating the aggressors on numerous battlefields. We have 
always insisted that Taiwan is an inspearable territory of the PRC and have made 
fruitful efforts for its return to the motherland. 


In old China, the Chinese people were suppressed and exploited by the aggressors 
and the reactionary ruling class, while overseas Chinese were discriminated against 
and persecuted. In new China, the people have become the masters of their country 
and destiny. Overseas Chinese are cared for and protected by the motherland and 
can proudly and elatedly call themselves Chinese. 


In old China, the country was split apart. Politicians, warloards, and national 
reactionaries all occupied their own domain, and each did things his own way. 

Even during the period of rule by the Chiang Kai-shek clique, with the exception of 
the revolutionary base under the leadership of the Communist Party, government orders 
of the Kuomintang were actually ineffective, at least in Xizang, Shanxi, Sichuan, 
Yunnan, Guangdong, Guangxi, and Xinjiang. In new China, over 50 fraternal nation- 
alities coexist on the basis of equality and in unity. Never before has the great 
motherland been truly unified. 


We established the people's democratic political power, encompassed their interests, 
organized various forms of social life, and carried out economic construction in a 
planned way. The daily life of the people gradually improved, and the feudal system 
of ownership of private land by the landlord class in China ended once and for all. 
The socialist economy of the system of public ownership firmly took control. Com- 
munist morality, customs, and social order reached very high levels. After the 
"Great Cultural Revolution,” the level of public security in our society distinctly 
declined in some areas, but now there has been some recivery and improvement. Be- 
cause of this, the state of our society's public security is better than that of 

old China or even of all the economically developed capitalist countries today. 


Never before has our international position been so enhanced as it is now. On 
global strategy matters, China's weight holds the balance. From the position of an 
independent, unified, and powerful socialist state, we are carrying out a great 
struggle against hegemonism with the people of other countries to safeguard world 
peace and create human progress. 


All this shows clearly that the establishment of the PRC has enabled the Chinese 
people to stand up forever and has buried the days when imperialism and social 
imperialism did as they pleased and played the tyrant. The time when we had to be 
subservient and humiliated in order to survive has ended once and for all. For 
W-odd years out of the 4,000 years of the nation's history, the Chinese people 
have truly been their own masters. This is an unalterable fact and is the basis of 
China's hope for the future. 








The Triumph of Socialism in China Is the Glory of the Chinese Nation 


Since the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, comrades of 

the entire party and people of all nationalities have emancipated their thinking, 
exercised their minds, sought truth from facts, and united together in looking ahead 
to the future. They study new conditions to resolve new problems. At the same 
time, fully certain of the enormous achievements made since the founding of the 
state, we are summing up the experiences and lessons of various aspects of our work 
and striving to correct the leftist mistakes of the former guiding ideology. This 
party policy has achieved results that are universally acknowledged. In the course 
of this, however, an ideological confusion has appeared in society--namely, down- 
playing and obliterating the successes of our socialist revolution and socialist 
construction since the founding of the state and denying in varying degrees the four 
basic principles. This ideological confusion is manifest in quite a number of 
theoretical essays and literary pieces. It is due mainly to the existing pernicious 
influence of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" and its continuing ill effect. More- 
over, we need to ge through a process of resolving various problems that have accum- 
ulated over many years in our work. This ideological confusion is therefore not 
without a certain market. In particular, some young people are easily captivated by 
it, as they do not understand the history of the Chinese revolution and the distinc- 
tions between old and new China, and as they have not been systematically educated 
in Marxism. 


By and large, the present ideological confusion has two existing forms. One is 
blatant opposition to the four basic principles, while the other appears under the 
guise of theoretical studies and cites Marxist phrases to deny the reality of our 
socialism. This state of affairs poses extremely solemn and urgent tasks for our 
ideological and political as well as our theoretical propaganda work; these are: to 
deal with various ideological problems that exist in reality by continuing a thorough 
criticism of the pernicious influence of Lin Biao and the "gang of four"; to study 
truly and scientifically the practice of the socialist movement of over 100 years 
since the birth of Marxism, over 60 years since the October Revolution led by Lenin, 
and more than 30 years since the founding of our state; and to adhere to the basic 
tenets of Marxism while continually developing and enriching it. 


I wish to talk about the latter problem in particular. 


On the basis of several statements by Marx, some comrades deny that ours is a 
socialist society. For example, production relations must suit the nature of pro- 
ductive forces. Socialist revolution can take place only when productive forces 
reach the stage where they must break through the outer shell of capitalist pro- 
duction relations. For instance, the first stage of communist society in "An Out- 
line Criticism of Goethe" refers to a society that has already eliminated commodity 
productiyn and currency. But since we have not gone through the stage of indepen- 
dent development of capitalism, and since our productive forces are backward, ours 
is therefore not a socialist society. 


Here a problem arises. We have criticized the viewpoint of the two "whatevers,” 

and have repeatedly and profoundly popularized [the tenet] that practice is the sole 
criterion for judging truth. In that case, must the first stage of communism con- 
ceived by Marx also undergo the test of practice? Marxism is great, has vitality, 
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and is true precisely because the correctness of its basic principles has already 
been proven by practice in the world socialist movement for over 100 years, and 
because it enriches and develops itself. Practice has proven that in the world 
today the system of public ownership is superior to the system of private ownership, 
and eliminating exploitation is superior to not eliminating it. Marx and Engels 
expounded on the conditions of socialist revolution and society. Their exposition 
contains extremely great ideas, but with regard to how the system of public owner- 
ship can actually replace the system of private ownership, how a system free of 
exploitation can actually replace the system of exploitation, they never believed 
that future history would develop exactly according to their exposition. Actually, 
their own views on socialism were different at different times and in different 
writings. They always opposed people treating their doctrines as dogma. They [in- 
stead] call on the proletariat of the world to develop new tenets from practice for 
the world. Marxism is not a dogma but a guide to action. 


Judged from the entire course of human development throughout history, production 
relations must suit the nature of productive forces. However, neither production 
relations nor productive forces can be easily or mechanically specified within 
certain quantitative limits. We cannot believe that only by possessing all the 
conditions can we carry out the so-called pure socialist revolution. When Marx and 
Engels wrote the Communist Manifesto, the advanced countries in Europe, France, 
which have given rise to the Paris Commune, and the system of capitalism were all 
just starting to develop; the level of productive forces was much lower than today, 
and not as high as that in China in 1949. But they had hopes for these countries. 
At the time the struggle of the Paris Commune broke out, they gave their most en- 
thusiastic encouragement and highest appraisal. Revolution is not purely an eco- 
nomic process. Its occurrence requires other conditions, the mutual coordination 
of other conditions, and the collective formation of a historical situation. With 
the existence of large industries that are somewhat developed, and with the exis- 
tence of a proletariat, why cannot a revolution be carried out when all other con- 
ditions are already present? The October Revolution took place this way. The 
Chinese revolution also took place this way. On the other hand, any society, in- 
cluding one that has the character of a socialist society, cannot be judged solely 
in terms of economic conditions. The economy is the foundation and determinant of 
the nature of a society. But the founde ion or determinant is not everything in a 
society. Even if we judge in terms of economic conditions, we should still recog- 
nize that our society has realized the system of public ownership of the means of 
production, eliminated exploitation, and carried out the socialist principle of 
distribution according to work. It already has the basic characteristics of a 
socialist society. Although our socialist society is still in its initial state, 
it needs to develop to an even higher stage. But undoubtedly it belongs to the 
scientific socialism of Marxism, and absolutely not to "agricultural socialism" 

as mentioned in certain essays today. 


There is a basic question of methodology in dealing with things. Should practice 
be judged by isolated words and phrases of Marx, or should Marxism be adhered to 
and developed in practice? The world socialist movement has a history of over 100 
years and the establishment of the system of public ownership over 60 years. 
Socialism is the great undertaking of world communists, the proletariat, and the 
laboring people in their sacrifice and struggle. It is a historical movement that 
is full of heroic and exploratory spirit and is rich in endless creativity. It is 
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the glorious practice of millions of laboring people. How can we write it off with 
one stroke just because Marx did or did not say something, or because we can only 
remember what the book says, or because we cannot remember or have even forgotten 
what the book says? If Marx were alive today, he would not agree to such an action. 
Even if we do not raise political questions but discuss things in terms of method- 
ology, it is hard tc see any basic difference between this and the two “whatevers" 
that we have criticized. 


Practice in socialism cannot be separated from the guidance of Marxism. Similarly, 
Marxism cannot be separated from practice in socialism. With a history of over 100 
years of socialist movement before us, this cannot be denied by any serious and true 
Marxist. Engels said long ago: "Basically, we have never thought of suspecting or 
underestimating ‘the revelations of history.‘ History is everything to us. We 
emphasize history more than any school of thought, even Hegel. To Hegel, history 

is merely an instrument for testing the structure of his logic.” Later [Engels] 
pointed out very clearly: "Communism is not a theory but a movement. It proceeds 
not from principles but from facts."" We cannot rely on Marx to work out all the 
detailed formulations for the development of history after him. Marx himself 

always refused to do that. He merely pointed out the basic outline and direction 

of the development of history. If Marxism did not follow the development of history 
after Marx's death and did not continually become nourished fiom practice and enrich 
itself, then its vitality would be finished. Today, the conditions in the world and 
the socialist movement are very different from those in the time of Marx, and yet 
Marxism exists, grows, and continues to be treated as the guiding ideology by the 
advanced elements of the proletariat in the world. This clearly shows not only the 
greatness of Marx's own ideas but also the fact that the doctrine named after him 
has been greatly enriched and carried forward by the revolutionary practice of the 
proletariat of all countries. 


The socialist movement in each country increases the treasurehouse of Marxism with 
its own uniqueness. In this respect, the experience of China's socialist revolu- 
tion and socialist construction has a particularly great significance. 


Marx did not expect that China, a backward Eastern country with a long history of 
feudal society, could successfully carry out socialist revolution and socialist 
construction earlier than France, Britain, and Germany, on which he placed great 
hopes. Our achievement is a result not only of our adherence to the basic tenets 
of Marxist-Leninism but also of our party's being good at closely combining these 
tenets with China's reality under the correct leadership of Comrade Mao Zedong's 
older generation of proletarian revolutionaries. Essential points in Mao Zedong 
Thought, such as proceeding from reality in everything, integrating theory with 
practice, seeking truth from facts, and testing truth and developing it through 
practice had already been formed long ago in the process of the new democratic 
revolution. After the founding of the state, our party continued to adhere to and 
develop this Marxist ideological line. Because Marx, Engels, and even Lenin did 
not have an in-depth understanding or a good grasp of China's reality, and because 
there were no readymade theories and experiences from which to draw directly, our 
party opened the victorious path of carrying out a socialist revojution and 
socialist construction that has its own national characteristics as well as inter- 
national significance. 
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It is not possible to demonstrate here the results and experiences of our country's 
socialist revolution and socialist construction. I only wish to point out: As a 
great socialist country, the PRC is truly standing firm. None of us can deny its 
indelible and objective existence for over 30 years. The clamor by the Chiang 
Kai-shak clique for a “counterattack against the mainland," the plot by L.S. imper- 
ialism to strangle us through aggression in Korea, the rushchev clique's breach of 
faith and tearing up of contracts, the Brezhnev clique’s use of instigation and force 
and the 10 years of destruction by the antirevolutionary clique of Lin Biao and 
Jiang Qing were all defeated when confronted by our socialist motherland. We stand 
lofty and firm, and we are impregnable. This is the most convincing proof. Regard- 
less of the number of shortcomings we have and mistakes we have made, in short, 
China's socialist revolution and socialist construction are successful and victor- 
ious. We are earnestly correcting our own shortcomings and mistakes and learning 
from experience and lessons. Our socialist revolution and socialist construction 
will surely be even more successful and victorious. 


After Marxism haci been extensively disseminated, tested, and developed through the 
workers’ movements in many countries, Engels said something very impressive in his 
later years: "We absolutely will not use empty theoretical talk and dogmatism to 
teach a great nation.” This is precisely the case. The introduction of Marxism- 
Leninism aroused generation after generation of Chinese revolutionaries. The com- 
bination of socialist thought and the workers’ movement has basically changed the 
direction of Chinese history. The CCP is a mature party which for a long ago time 
has been able to concretely analyze and determine the line, principles, and policies 
of revolution and construction that suit the conditions of the country. We have 
provided a lot of successful experience for the treasurehouse of Marxism-Leninism 
and for the development of world history. Not only are we different from the 
communists of other countries, but we are not what the founders of Marxism suggested 
or could concretely be in touch with. Some comrades believe that we were once a 
country of small producers in a boundless ocean. We accepted Marxism from the view- 
point of small producers, so we basically cannot correctly understand Marxism but 
can only separate from scientific socialism, put forth and plan to practice the 
fantasy of “agricultural socialism." Comrades, this viewpoint and this argument 
basically do not accord with historical facts. They are very incorrect and harmful. 
Could “agricultural socialists” have attained the high level that we have just said 
about our party? Of course not. We cannot discuss this problem in detail today. 

I only wish to say that we should not adopt a reckless political attitude and im- 
properly deny the history of our party, the people, and the PRC. On the contrary, 
the facts have proven and will continue to prove that the experience of our social- 
ist construction will become wealth for the international communist movement and 
will be recorded in history. This is the pride of Chinese communists and the 
Chinese working class, as well as the glory of the Chinese nation. 


Always Being With the People, We Will Succeed In Our Undertakings Every Time 


The people of all the nationalities of China are great. This is manifested not only 
in the splendid ancient culture created by the Chinese people and admired by the 
world, and not only in their having repeatedly defeated internal and external re- 
actionary rulers who had lain like a dead weight on their backs. In particular, it 
is collectively manifested in the fact that the Chinese people, under the leadership 
of the Communist Party, at last having overthrown their semicolonial and semifeudal 
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rulers, have triumphed in the new democratic revolution and subsequently build a 
socialist and new China. As Comrade Mao Zedong said: "Our Chinese nation has the 
spirit to fight its enemy to the finish, the resolve to recover former things on 
the basis of self-reliance, and the ability to stand independently among nations of 
the world. We must make fundamental changes in the selfish, cowardly, corrupt, and 
dispirited habits which are popular among many people.” It is the sole aim in the 
life of every Communist Party member and the basic guarantee of the prosperity of 
our party's undertakings to be with the people always, believe in them and rely on 
them, and endlessly struggle for the benefit of the people. 


In this respect, Comrade Mao Zedong established a magnificent model for us in his 
lifelong struggle. 


In the early period of his revolutionary activities, Comrade Mao Zedong enthusias- 
tically and attentively arranged for young fellow-fighters of the New People's 
Society to go abroad for part-work, part-study [program] and to study Marxism, while 
he himself was willing to stay in China to engage in student, worker, and peasant 
movements and to gain a better grasp of China's circumstances. In summing up the 
experience of the 1911 Revolution, he believed that the basic lesson of its failure 
was the absence of major change in the rural areas. During the period of the great 
revolution, after its failure, and for a rather long period of time he carried out 
an arduous struggle against Chen Duxiu and Wang Ming over the right and "leftist" 
opportunist line that abandoned the broad masses of the peasants; he also taught 
and guided the whole party along the path of armed revolution in which the rural 
areas would encircle the cities. 


The victory of the Chinese revolution was a victory of subduing "leftist" and 
rightist opportunism in the party. It was also a victory of resisting foreign 
intervention in our party's internal affairs. 


The Chinese people sincerely accepted the friendship of the Soviet people, but we 
firmly resisted the way of the "big brother party" and the actions of hegemonism. 
When Khruschev visited China in 1958, Comrade Mao Zedong denounced his attempt to 
control China's navy through the establishment of a so-called common fleet, so 
(Khrushchev! had no choice but to confess face-to-face that this was a deviation 
from Communist Party principles. Khrushchev was affected and pretentious, and 
said that we had offended their self-respect and had understood their policy crudely. 
Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out: What? Offended your self-respect? But who has 
offended whose self-respect? By asking such a question you offend our self-respect! 
Who is crude? It was your representative in Beijing who raised this question to us 
on five occasions. At that time it was our understanding that we had to participate 
in a common fleet or else there would be no aid. Comrade Mao Zedong said: If you 
are willing to help us, then help us; if you do not want to, then forget it. He 
ilso said: If you persist with this kind of scheme, we will not do it. If you 
persist for 10,000 years, we will refuse to do it for 10,000 years. As the facts 
have proven: so what if they tore up contracts and withdrew their experts? We 
still sent satellites into the sky, exploded two types of nuclear bombs, and 
successfully tested long-range missiles, making continuous achievements in socialist 
construction. We defeated both the armed intrusion into Zhenbaodao and the support 
of Vietnam in the disruptions on our southern border. Comrade Mao Zedong did not 
see some of the problems clearly in his later years and made mistakes, but he al- 





ways kept a very sober mind, a firm will, and a high degree of alertness regarding 
any problem involving our national independence and the sovereignty and safety of 
the state. 


Our party and Comrade Mao Zedong have always firmly believed in the strength of the 
people of all of China's nationalities. The people of China's nationalities are 
heroic people. All difficulties can be overcome and all enemies can be defeated if 
only they unite together, rouse their spirit, take the Marxist line, and do not 
refuse to learn the strong points of others but still depend mainly on themselves. 
Comrade Mao Zedong's mistakes in his later years have brought great misfortune to 
our state and people. But in terms of his whole life, his contributions are primary 
and his mistakes are secondary. He deserves to be the greatest revolutionary of 

the proletarian class and the greatest national hero of the Chinese nation. His 
greatness lies precisely in his loyalty to the Chinese people and his strong belief 
in their strength, in his class and national spirit and revolutionary will of a com- 
munist that were as strong as steel. His tenacious struggle for the people's under- 
takings and his unceasing spirit are everlasting and deserve our study. 


Our party has also repeatedly warned the young people to be with the people always, 
and to safeguard and represent the interests of the people. Comrade Mao Zedong's 
"The May Fourth Movement," and "The Direction of the Youth Movement" have expounded 
on this reasoning profoundly. In the past, present, ind future, the success of all 
accomplished people is in direct proportion to a high degree of safeguarding and re- 
presenting the people's interests. One who is with the people will advance; one 
wno deviates from them and opposes them will fall behind and become reactionary. 
This is a historical truth. In the contemporary age, young people in the revolution- 
are movement have played a great and positive role. Like the May Fourth Movement, 
which centered on young people, has this not been because the advanced youth at the 
time embodied the direction of history? 


All Aspects of Society Should Be Concerned With the Work of Young People 


Our party has always cared about the work of young people. The Central Committee 
especially studies their work and makes relevant decisions. Leading comrades write 
essays on problems in this regard and make reports for them; this has become a fine 
tradition. At present comrades of the League's Central Committee further improve 
the work of young pec, le in dealing with the new circumstances and problems of the 
new cca, and continually explore and accumulate experience. In this regard, I 
wish to talk only about one thing: The creation of favorable conditions for the 
healthy growth of the young generation is a glorious task that all aspects of 
society should shoulder. 


On every front, young people are gradually becoming or have become the fresh troops 
for the undertaking of modern socialist construction. Their large numbers, high 
degree of enthusiasm, and great capacity have made it impossibie for the work of 
any locale or department to be separate from them. Conversely, we can ask: How 
concerned and supportive are the different areas of society? Have things been 
going so well that there is no room for further improvement? We cannot look at it 
that way. 











It is precisely because young people are everywhere in our motherland that not a 
single department or unit should fail to place the question of the yough on its own 
daily work agenda.

Our country strongly 
needs a group of specialists in the work of young people. At present, qualified 
talents are few and very insufficient. In addition, comrades engaged in the work 
of young people have the right to appeal to all areas of society on their behalf. 
Within the limit that circumstances allow, all areas of society should try their 
best to satisfy the needs [of young people]. 


The hope of our country and nation hinges on whether there is hope for our youths.

NATION MUST PROMOTE MIDDLE-AGED, YOUNGER CADRES

{(Text] The Sixth Plenary Session of the current CCP Central Committee stressed 
that it is a pressing strategic task for us to select more middle-aged and 
younger cadres and appoint them to leading posts at all levels, and to put an 

end to the practice of lifelong tenure of cadres which benefits no one and brings 
only harm to the country. Cadres of advanced age should retire and those in 

the prime of life who combine ability and political integrity should be promoted 
to leading posts. However, owing to the opposition by the person holding the 
supreme power in the party Central Committee, the extremely important task of 
gradually reducing the average age of cadres has not been fulfilled, although 
the conditions for solving this problem have long existed. 


Everyone knows that among our country's 20 million cadres, more than 60 percent 

are of middle age or younger. Cadres who are professionally competent in various 
technological fields and were trained after nationwide liberation total 4-5 million. 
The country has rich manpower resources. Cadres of from 40 to 50 years old are, 

in Comrade Hu Yaobang's words, our nation’s valuable assets; if they are promoted 
to leading posts at various levels they will benefit the country and the people 
even more. This is because, first they are in the prime of life and can work 

15-16 hours daily without tiring; second, generally speaking, they were educated 
before the great cultural revolution began and possess scientific and technological 
knowledge; and third, they have been tempered in prolonged struggle and have 
accumulated rich political experience. Sharing weal and woe with the people, they 
have gone through the most difficult period in the history of our country and 
witnessed the tremendous damage done to the nation and the people by personal 
arbitrariness, evil practices and mistaken leadership methods. They will not 
repeat past mistakes. 


In other words, only those cadres who are around 40 or 50 years of age can lead 
our country out of the impasse and lead us onto the correct road of building our 
motherland. But, only a tiny number of them have been promoted to leading posts, 
due to the various obstacles preventing their promotion. According to statistics 
released by the State Council, only an average of one cadre of middle age or 
younger has been put into the leading body of each of the enterprises directly 
under the State Council in the past few years. The wumber of middle-aged and 
younger cadres who have been promoted to leading bodies at the central and 
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national or provincial and municipal levels has on the average been below one 
person for each leading body. No cadres of this age bracket have been put into 
the leading bodies of the party Central Committee's Political Bureau or its 
military commission. 


The overwhelming majority of members of the party Central Committee's Political 
S5ureau and its military commission are of advanced age. Ye Jianying, for 
instance, is 83 vears old, Comrade Deng Xiaoping 77 and comrades Li Xiannian 
and Chen Yun 76 while Peng Zhen, Nie Rongzhen and Huang Kecheng are over 80. 

Hu Yaobang and Zhao Ziyang are, in Comrade Deng Xiaoping's words, cadres in the 
prime of life. But, as a matter of fact, these two are mre than 60 years old. 
Most other leading cadres at the central level are around 70. 


Those on the party Central Committee should have set personal examples in honoring 
the Sixth Plenary Session's call to gradually reduce the average age of cadres. 
They should have promoted cadres of 40 to 53O years old to leading posts at the 
central level. But, this has not happened. On the contrary, the //-year-old 

Yang Shangkun was appointed secretary general of the party Central Committee's 
military commission by order of Comrade Deng Xiaoping. 


The task of gradually reducing the average age of leading cadres cannot be fulfilled 
if we fail to promote cadres who are in the prime of life to leading posts. Failure 
to do so makes it also impossible to readjust the leading bodies at the central 

and local levels. In a nutshell, the more older cadres of 70 to 80 years of age 
retire and the faster cadres of 40 to 50 years of age are promoted, the more 
beneficial it will be for the country and the people.

[Text] A few years ago, our newspapers published reports on swindlers who success- 
fully plied their trade disguised as sons of certain leading cadres or their relatives 
and associates and/or with titles of other dignitaries. They played this trick long 
ago until they were exposed. Today, these swindlers are plying the same trade with 
new tactics and are boasting of their “overseas connections," and disguising them- 
selves as wealthy people capable of whipping up the “wind through the south window.” 

A typical example can be found in a newsletter recently carried by RENMIN RIBAO under 
the title: “An Alarming Swindling Case." 


I heard of this new term "wind coming in through the south window” during my recent 
trips to Guangzhou and Shenquan. It generally refers to such variants as “overseas 
connections” and “imported merchandise.” Since its upsurge, it appareantly has had 
an intoxicating effect on some people. This unhealthy wind coming from the dark 
side of society carries a stinking odor offensive to astute people. But there are 
still others who have given in to this wind. 


"That alarming swindling case" is indeed alarming. A mediocre but loquacious 
swindler who boasted of his "overseas connections” and ability to import color tele- 
visions and videotape sets has misled some 23 state cadres including leading cadres 
into making a big mistake. This shocking phenomenon tells us that although our 
active efforts to expand foreign trade and cultural exchanges will benefit the de- 
velopment of the four modernizations, the representatives of the bourgeois ideology 
may take advantage of such activities to influence some of our weak-willed comrades. 
This development should deserve our serious attention. If we slacken our guard, we 
may be deluded into doing something foolish. Some people including cadres have proved 
unable to resist the lures of money and other material benefits. Isn't it true that 
they have given uy what they stand for and have even gone so far as to disgrace their 
personal and national dignity in the face of such lures? In the face of this “wind 
coming in through the south window," some of our Communist Party members have been 
defeated just as they were defeated in the face of the fragrant wind coming from 
Nanjing Road. 
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The “wind coming in through the south window" is notning new and essentially comparable 
to the fragrant wind coming from Nanjing Road, Shanghai, during the early days of 
liberation. They are all sugar-coated bullets. If a distinction must be drawn 

between them, one may smack of more foreign tastes in the former than in the latter. 
However, mo one should minimize the packing power of the “wind coming in through the 
south window." When one is hit by it, one may tend to forget the people's interests, 
the dignity of one’s motherland and the tradition of hard struggle, until one is bogged 
down in the quagmire of sins.

Once a stack 
of “foreign” merchandise is laid in front of someone, he can throw away what he 
stands for--principle and personal dignity. Therefore, it seems unavoidable that 
someone may be deluded into doing something foolish by such mediocre swindlers as 

Yu Tianzhang [0060 1131 4545]. For this reason, on the occasion of the 60th anniver- 
sary of the founding of the CCP, Comrade Hu Yaobang admonished the entire part 
membership with the following statement: "Class struggle continues to exist to a 
certain extent in our society and the ideological influences of the exploiting and 
other nonproletarian classes still survive. These facts, combined as they are with 
the complexities of contemporary international relations, put us in daily contact 
with the undesirable phenomena of capitalism, feudalism and small production.”

CCP Committee; political commissar of the Yunan detachment under the Jidong military 
region; commander of the regiment in charge of training liberated KMT army officers, 
which was under the Shanxi, Chahaer, Rehe and Liaoning military region; director 

of the organizational department under the eastern armed force units' political 
department; chief, political commissar and deputy political commissar of the 
western armed force units’ political department; director and deputy director 

of the political department of the engineering corps under the Shenyang PLA units;

JLANGXI CRIMINALS SENTENCED TO DEATH, JAIL

‘Text}] (Liu Junhu), a chief culprit in the counterrevolutionary case of burglariz- 
ing guns and ammunition from the Nancheng County people's armed force department, 
was executed this morning at the illuminated stadium of the prefectural committee 
ot physical education and sports immediately after he was condemned to death 
according to law by the Fuzhou Prefectural People's Intermediate Court. 

(Jia Jianzhong), another chief culprit in the same case, was also condemned tc 
death with a suspended sentence of 2 years, during which he will be subjected 

to reform through labor to see how he behaves. Five other culprits--(Wang Xiaoquan), 
(Luo Jianguo), (Wang Xianzhang), (Gan Shaomin) and (Wan Jianping)--were sentenced 
to imprisonment for life or for specific terms. When the judgment was announced, 
it was cheered by the 5,000 or so spectators present on the occasion. 


The counterrevolutionary burglary case plotted by (Liu Junhu) and six other felons 
was an extraordinary pernicious criminal case which had nationwide influence. 
Principal counterrevolutionary felon (Liu Junhu) was a worker at Nancheng County's 
(Hongmen) power plant; principal counterrevolutionary felon (Jia Jianzhong) was a 
fighter in the garrison company of a PLA unit before he was discharged from the 
military because of the case; counterrevolutionary felon (Wang Xiaoquan) was a 
worker at the grain station of (Xujia) commune of Nancheng County; counterrevolu- 
tionary felon (Luo Jianguo) was a worker at the county broadcasting station; 
counterrevolutionary felon (Wang Xiarzhang) was a salesclerk at a branch of the 
(Xunxi) supply and marketing cooperative in (Shiheng) commune, and counter- 
revolutionary felons (Gan Shaomin) and (Wan Jianping) were two youths awaiting 
jobs in Chengkuan township of Nancheng County.

./ 34-type handguns, 36 cartridge clips and 2,333 7.52-mm bullets. Then they 
fled in a stolen vehicle to Yingtan City, where they boarded a train and set tor 
Guangxi. Along the way, the gang tried repeatedly but unsuccessfully to rob 
bauks and pedestrians of their money. At about 0100 on the morning of 28 May, 
they were captured by our public security personnel in Qidong County in Hunan. 


(Liu Junhu) was guilty of the most heinous crimes for mastermining the burglary 

of guns and attempting to become an outlaw and the people's enemy in mountains. 

(Jia Jianzhong's) crime was particularly serious for collaborating with (Liu)

FORMER MINISTER OF POWER INDUSTRY STRESSES NEED TO TRAIN SUCCESSORS 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 23 Aug 81 p 1

on the Training and Selection of Middle-Aged and Younger Cadres") 


(Text) Before retiring to the second line of duty as a State Council consultant 
early this year, Liu Bolan, former minister of the Ministry of Electric Power In- 
dustry, voluntarily recommended an outstanding middle-aged cadre for approval as his 
replacement to the Central Committee. He is now joining other senior comrades at the 
Ministry of Electric Power Industry in passing on his experiences to new cadres and 
in helping and guiding them through a trial period in addition to assisting the new 
minister in carrying out his work. The leading comrades on the Central Committee 
have praised him as a far-sighted and open-minded comrade in the ranks of the party. 
This correspondent interviewed him recently for this reason. 


Liu Bolan is a senior comrade who has devoted the past half century to the revolution- 
ary cause and struggle. In the years of white terror imposed by the enemy, he spent 

a long time engaging in the underground work on behalf of the party. He was former 
secretary of the underground work committee of the CCP Northeast Army. During the 
"Sian incident,” he did a lot of work for the party when he was nearly 30 years old. 
His interview with this correspondent began with the "Sian incident." After reminding 
me that many outstanding revolutionaries at that time were very young and many comrades 
were only in their teens and twenties at the time of the founding of the party, 

comrade Liu Bolan said thoughtfully: "Im the past, we relied on youth to transform 

the world. Today, they are still indispensable to the cause of the revolution and 
construction." He has demonstrated a loving care for them. His interest in training 
younger cadres did not begin today. He has provided them with opportunities to acquire 
professional knowledge and get acquainted with the work of the party. During the 
interview, I also asked him to discuss problems along this line. 


“On such problems, much has been said by several leading comrades on the Central 
ommittee. Since the smashing of the ‘gang of four,’ and especially since the party's 
Third Plenum, old fellows like me have demonstrated a common desire to serve the party 
and the people for another 10 or 20 years. However, time waits for no one. Some 32 
years have passed since the founding of the PRC. We are now old men in our sixties 
and seventies. Many comrades who have fortunately survived the wars and the cruel 
»~ppression at the hands of the ‘gang of four’ during the 10 years of turmoil are 


now in poor and failing health. Since they can no longer do what they wish, they 





should now consider turning over their tasks to somebody else. To do so is to meet 
the needs of the revolution and the development of the society. These are also the 
laws of nature which no one can resist." 


“"However,'’ he said emotionally, "old fellows like me also have a common desire to 
turn over our cause to the reliable middle-aged and younger cadres instead of the 
remmant followers of the ‘gang of four.’ Nor can we turn it over to those who resist 
and oppose the line, principles and policies adopted by the party since the Third 
Plenum. This is a matter of principle." 


Contending that the senior comrades should bear the brunt of training and selecting 
the middle-aged and younger cadres and should play a key role in this field, he said: 
"The leading comrades on the Central Committee have emphasized that although the 

old comrades may be pardoned for other mistakes, they would be committing an un- 
forgivable historical error if they did not redouble their efforts to train younger 
successors. I understand that the old cadres can neither abandon their responsibility 
voluntarily and actively to train and select younger successors nor pick up wrong 
targets for training.” 


Comrade Liu Bolan thoughtfully paused for a moment and said: "In a broad sense, 
the training of younger successors is a concern of all trades and professions. But 
what is particularly significant to us today is the training and selection of the 
middle-aged and younger cadres to assume the leading posts of the party and state 
at all levels, a task to which we must pay special attention.” 


Discussing the best ways to train and select the middle-aged and younger cadres, Liu 
Bolan put the stress on the development of good standards and proper methods and 
measures. He said: The party Central Committee has proposed to gradually build 

up a contingent of revolutionary, well-educated, professionally competent and 
younger cadres. This will be our only correct criterion for training and selecting 
the middle-aged and younger cadres. I understand that we need cadres who combine 
ability and political integrity and are in their prime years. The most basic re- 
quirement and prerequisite is their noble revolutionary virtue. In other words, 
they must uphold the four basic principles, be determined to take the socialist 

road and actively implement the line of the party's Third Plenum; they must be decent 
and match their words with their deeds. 


Commenting on the training and selection measures, Liu Bolan said: We must select 

as many cadres as possible for training. We must test them at the various basic 
level leading posts so that they can be provided opportunities to acquire more com 
prehensive experiences in leading others and to increase their ability to provide 
leadership for work in all fields. He said: "An example is Li Peng [2621 7720], 
presently minister of the Ministry of Electric Power Industry. As the son of a martyr, 
he was tempered under the most difficult conditions. He received special training 

at a foreign college and has to his credit outstanding academic achievements. 
However, when he left school, we still felt that he was out of touch with rustic 
people, and lacked practical experiences in work. In view of this, the party or- 
ganization of the Ministry of Electric Power Industry decided to send him to the 
grassroots units. During the past 20 or 30 years, he has served as engineer, factory 
director, party committee secretary, and utility bureau chief, as well as manager of 





the hydroelectric and thermoelectric power plants and operator of power generating 
and transmission units. He has built up his professional skills in handling work 
between the party and the masses, and in management. In view of this, his foundation 
seems more solid than others. Of course, he is not perfect. When observing a cadre, 
we must focus attention on his basic quality and achievements." 


Then, Comrade Liu Bolan told me a story of “horses, male and female and black and 
yellow" as follows: When Bo Luo [0130 2867] grew old, he recommended Jiufang Gao 
(0046 2455 4108] to Duke Mu of the State of Qin as his replacement. Duke Mu of the 
State of Qin then ordered Jiufang Gao to look for a horse capable of galloping at 

a speed of 1,000 li a day. Some 3 days later, Jiufang Gao returned and said that 
he found a yellow female horse in Shaqiu. However, the horse seen by the man sent 
by Duke Mu of the State of Qin in Shaqiu was a black male. Duke Mu of the State of 
jin later told Bo Luo fretfully that the man you recommended could not even tell 
male trom female nor black from yellow and how could he select a horse capable of 
galloping at a speed of 1,000 li a day? Bo Luo sighed and said that in selecting 
horses, Jiufang Gao emphasized their quality instead of appearance; this was why I 
called him a man with a quality thousand times superior to me! Bo Luo's word was 
verified when that good horse made its appearance in Duke Mu’s presence. 

‘This story deserves our great attention.” He followed this story with another as 
follows: More than 40 years ago, there was a capable social activist closely asso- 
lated with the upper stratum of the Kuomintang and people from all walks of life 
in society He was a man with extremely complicated social connections. For his 

active participation in the war of resistance against Japan, and for his genuine 
support of the revolution, the party finally recruited him as its member. After 
that, he capitalized on his special connections to get a lot of work done and was 
even able to obtain for the party an important piece of intelligence on Hitler's 
plans to start a war of aggression. Comrade Liu Bolan said emotionally: “As far 
as our employment of talented people is concerned, we must help them display their 
merits and overcome their shortcomings.” 


Liu Bolan considers the present moment to be the best opportunity for training and 
selecting younger successors. His reasons are as follows: 1) The party Central 
Committee has made up its mind on this matter and has set correct criteria for this 
purpose; 2) many old comrades are still alive; 3) the complexities of events that 
nave taken place during the past decade or more resemble an x-ray under which no 

ye can cover up his true nature. This is really a very favorable condition for 
selecting younger cadres. He said: "Everything is ready for a voyage that needs 
the east wind. We have talked too much. At present, action still needs to be 


arc 
rding to Comrade Li Peng, before Comrade Liu Bolan was relieved of his posts as 
the minister the Ministry of Electric Power Industry and secretary of its party 
rganization early last March, he provided the party organization with 10 proposals 
w to achieve success in work on the basis of the many years of his experiences. 
After becoming a State Council consultant, he has continued to pay great attention 
to the work of the Ministr f Electric Power Industry. When asked him to comment 
Ss own ideas on this matter, he said Senior cadres should never think that 
they have no more to do after someone has taken over their job. As long as their 
ealth permits, ¢t should continue to help and guide the new cadres through a trial 





period. They should continue to give these new cadres active assistance and support 
with sincere hearts. Many other senior comrades at the Ministry of Electric Power 
Industry have followed this approach and have demonstrated a high political con- 
sciousness in this connection." He added: "If there are contradictions between new 
and old cadres, senior comrades must adopt a judicious and unbiased attitude. They 
should consider this a very significant step in preserving the unity of leading bodies 
and in helping younger cadres grow into maturity." He emphasized that "Every senior 
comrade should distinguish himself by helping the newly promoted cadres ‘surmount 
difficulties! and by guiding them through ‘a trial period.'” 


When this correspondent bade him farewell, this senior comrade said jokingly while 
standing by the door to his home: "As soon as we complete the process of training 
and selecting younger successors and cadres, we old fellows will have nothing to 


worry about and will be happy to join the list of ghosts headed by Marx!

(Dispatch: "Sino-American Relations Have Not Made Much Headway and There Is the 
Danger of a Stalemate or Retrogression"] 


[Text] Beijing, 7 Sep--Recently, American political VIPs have visited China in 
succession and held talks with China's leaders. Thus, Sino-American relations 
have become noteworthy. 


Since the new administration took office in the United States, Sino-American 
relations have made some progress, but the steps have not been big. The danger 
of a stalemate and even a retrogression has not yet been removed. The reasons 
are: 1, The Taiwan problem. The United States wants to sell weapons to Taiwan. 
This hurts the feeling of the 1 billion Chinese people and the dignity of the 
Chinese Government. 2. The United States has not yet formulated a clear-cut 
policy toward China and it lacks sincerity in strengthening Sino-American 
relaticns. 


Specialists on Sino-American relations here pointed out: After establishing 
official Sino-American diplomatic relations, the Taiwan problem should have been 
solved. It is the United States that has made it complicated. They said, there 
are quite a number of people inside and outside the U.S. Government who are short- 
sighted and are eager for quick success and instant benefits. These people try to 
ignore the 1 billion Chinese people and they wholeheartedly hope that "Taiwan 
could be restored to an important position." 


Whether or not the Sino-American relations can be strengthened and developed lies 
mainly in whether or not both sides treasure and correctly look upon these rela- 
tions. As friends, support comes from both sides and relations between them are 
for mutual benefits. Neither side is begging for a favor from the other and much 
less for charity. Strengthening Sino-American relations is the international 
strategic need of both sides and it is also the need of ‘nuternational security. 
Even if the Strait of Malacca is blockaded, China will still be able to stand on 
its own feet. But to the United States, it will be something to worry about. 


Here a person who is familiar with the Sino-American relations said: The U.S. 
attitude toward strengthening the Sino-American relations has all along been one 
of saying much but doing little, making many postures but taking very few actions. 








While it is clamoring that it is ready to sell advanced weapons to China, it 

is reluctant to export even a relatively advanced computer to China. [It is 

also very dangerously trying to play with the Sino-American relations in order 

to achieve certain international goals. A U.S. specialist on China problems 
stated: It is dangerous to look upon China as a "card." "Playing the China card 
is not only an affront to China's dignity but also is not in line with the 
international political struggle." There is much ground for what he said and 
some Americans should take heed to this.

[Text] Editors note: On May 17 Hu Yaobang gave a speech at a 
symposium. The following are excerpts concerning the literary 
issue. 


In the last few years there have been great achievements in literature. After the 
Third Plenum of the llth Party Central Committee, a new situation began to develop. 
Now it has arrived. In the literary field many good things have been created in 
these few years. ... Every battle line is formed in this way. What is correct and 
what is mistaken proceed together. Where does one find absolutely no flaws at all? 
You must confirm your accomplishments and overcome whatever unhealthy and mistaken 
things appear in the course of progress. We have learned some lessons in the past 
about overcoming that which is mistaken. And one of the important elements of these 
lessons of the past is that we have suffered because of not being certain of major 
currents. Therefore you do not dispose of a great many good things in order to re- 
move a few undesirable things. 


In overcoming flaws and mistakes we must adopt reliable methods. Due to historical 
circumstances everyone is especially sensitive about such things. The literary world 
has been particularly shaken and therefore pays an extraordinary amount of attention 
to such matters. Recently, the reaction to the criticism, or let us say appraisal, 

of "Bitter Love" was intense. Some criticism was certainly permissible, but if more 
appropriate methods of criticizing had been adopted then the effect would have been 
somewhat better. Here let me speak briefly of our Jiangsu comrade, Gu Ertan. Based 
on materials concerning the reactions of others I wrote a commentary. It now appears 
that my commentary was a bit harsh. According to Jiangsu comrades, Comrade Gu Ertan 
is not a bad fellow! Today I telephoned Jiangsu to explain things. It is permissible 
to print some criticisms in the newspapers, but one should go no further than necessary 
in his remarks. I asked them to take a message and tell Comrade Gu to “summarize his 
experience, raise his spirits, and work hard." 


The author of “Bitter Love" has written some good things, but this particular one is 
not good. It is harmful. Concerning criticism, as I have said before, it may be 
somewhat better to call it appraisal. Everyone is used to calling the procedure 
literary criticism and that is okay. Criticism is a sanitation effort, a washing 

of the face as it were. It it is not done well, then everyone will feel that everyone 
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is being criticized. In summary, in regard to those things that are not good, 

1) criticism can and should be made; 2) leading the author into self-criticism is best, 
but counter-criticism must be allowed; 3) articles must be issued under an individual's 
mame and not in the name of a party organization or an editorial department; 4) cri- 
ticism of the work and criticism of the author must be separated and not confused; 
5) you must fully explain your reasons and, of course, the reasons you give must be 
good; and 6) it is not necessary for all newspapers and periodicals throughout the 
country to print the criticism, but rather some may while others may not and no 
pressure should be brought to bear to get others to print it. As for the criticism 
of "Bitter Love," at present the reaction both inside and outside the country re- 
mains intense. The debate within our country has yet to quiet down, but it must 
be brought to an end soon. If anyone asks you, you tell them that when there are 
shortcomings and mistakes, then some constructive criticism should be offered. But 
if one or two words are sufficient to settle a matter, then don't criticize. In some 
cases we needn't be overanxious. We can let matters stand for a while, and then dis- 
cuss them at a later date.

In recent years, newspapers in the provinces and municipalities throughout the 
country have added the publication of a "literary digest edition" and this seems 
to have become a common practice. For example, NANFANG RIBAO in Guangzhou has 

a BANYUL WENCUIL which, similar to WENHUI of WEN HUI BAO, adopts the layout of 
small square pages; moreover, JIEFANG RIBAO in Shanghai also has a WENZHAI BAN 
which is published once a week. 


The "literary digest edition" of these local newspapers is very rich and varied 
in contents. They not only raise new issues, viewpoints and arguments in the 
fields of politics, economics, literatvre and the arts as well as philosophy 

but also contain a number of knowledge: ole columns, such as “Books of the World," 
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"Knowledge of History of Foreign Countries" and "Stories of Ancient and Modern 
Figures." They are well-embracing in content and terse and forceful in use of 
words so that the readers are very much interested in them. 


The literary digests get their material from a wide variety of sources, such as 





articles in the local newspapers and periodicals in the provinces and municipalities 


throughout the country, such as HELLONGJIANG RIBAO, HEILONGJIANG QINGNIAN, 
NEIMENGGO QINGNIAN, SHUISHANG YOULE in Beijing and MEIYU in Hunan, which are 
unavailable in other places. In recent years, in addition to the digests at the 
provincial and municipal levels, there are 51 such newspapers at the county level 
published or resuming publication in 15 provinces, municipalities and regions 
throughout the country. There are eight such newspapers in Shandong Province, 
such as TAIAN XIAN BAO and YANZHOU XIAN BAO; there are seven of them in Jiangsu 
Province, such as HUAIAN BAO and WUXI XIAN BAO; but there is only one, FANYUXIAN, 
in Guangdong Province. These grassroots newspapers are not short of good articles. 
Therefore, the "literary digest edition" published by many newspapers plays a 
role of exchange. 


It seems absolutely necessary for the WENZHAI BAO, run by RENMIN RIBAO, to have 
its own special features which, in addition to being "up-to-date," "essential" 

and "broad," must also be "quick"; otherwise it will be difficult to compete with 
the “literary digest edition” of other newspapers. Moreover, the newspaper will 
be put on sale throughout the country. 


As a matter of fact, WENZHAI BAO is not the first newspaper of its kind throughout 
the country, because a year ago JIEFANG RIBAO in Shanghai started the first 
EXCERPTS FROM NEWSPAPERS AND PERIODICALS, a small newspaper put on sale more or 
less openly. It also publishes excerpts of some articles from Hong Kong newspapers 
and periodicals, and since its contents are rich, it has been well received in 
Shanghai. It is said that it sells very well but the only problem is the insuf- 
ficient supply of paper. 


In October, when the Beijing WENZHAI BAO appears, XINMIN WANBAO in Shanghai will 
also resume official publication. The publication of tnis WANBAO has been very 
slow in coming but it is expected that it will be published this time after 
repeated requests.

[Text] The First Privately-Operated Film Company 


"Literary and art criticism has always existed. Literary and art creation and 
literary and art criticism are in fact like two sisters walking side by side. 
They are just like the two rails of a railway track." This was the view on 
Chinese literary and art criticism expressed yesterday evening to these reporters 
by Lingzi, film director of China's first privately-operated film company--the 
Nanhai Film Corporation. 


The Nanhai Film Corporation was organized by graduates of the Beijing and Shanghai 
film academies. It can be said that they are the "academicians" of the Chinese 
film circles. Lingzi is NPC Standing Committee chairman Ye Jianying's daughter. 
The first feature film "Open Country" directed by her was selected as China's 
entry in Italy's Venice Film Festival, and it is actually the first film China 

has entered in the film festival. The film will be shown in Hong Kong around 
September or October. Lingzi arrived in Hong Kong some time ago and will board 

a plane for Italy this evening. She was iiterviewed by our reporters yesterday 
evening. 


Literary and art works should allow for and require criticism. This is in fact 
something very natural. However, during the period of the "Cultural Revolution, 
this kind of criticism was by no means related to literature and art. The criticism 
at that time was not aimed at the works themselves. It made no distinction between 
the "work" and the "person" and many people suffered. 


Criticism Should Be Aimed at the Work and Not at the Person 


Lingzi next talked about her impressions of Bai Hua: "Bai Hua is a person of 
literary and artistic talent and he is, relatively speaking,a writer of burning 
zeal. He has displayed his great talent in the art of creation. He has the 
character of a modern youth." She disclosed that after Bai Hua's "Unrequited 
Love," there was Zhang Hie's [1728 3381] novel "Heavy Wings." The content of 
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"Heavy Wings" is even more intense than "Unrequited Love." It is about criticism 
of the bureaucratic work style. She noted: "Whether or not the state adopts an 
open policy toward literature and art can only be judged by the final result. 

It was true that 'Unrequited Love’ was criticized, but Bai Hua's poem later 
received an award. Now, there is ‘Heavy Wings.’ This shows that this kind of 
criticism and countercriticism is quite normal and permitted. We should not 

feel too nervous about it." As for the articles of criticism published by the 
Chinese Government sources, Lingzi held that they could only represent the writers 
themselves. They were not anything like the articles published in the "two 
newspapers and one magazine” during the period of the "Cultural Revolution." 
Therefore, she held that it is necessary to make criticism and countercriticism 

a normal thing. It was only that people in the past did not adopt a serious 
attitude toward the question and thereby failed to convince other people. If 
criticism is pertinent and serious and is aimed at the "work" and not the person, 
there should be no problem no matter how intense it it. It will only bring even 
greater benefits to the writer. 


Marshal Ye Is Only Concerned \pnout How She Conducts Herself 


Cao Yu's novel "Open Country" has always been one of the focuses of controversy 
in the literary and art circles. Although Lingzi is Marshal Ye's daughter, she 
did not discuss the film with her father when she made it. 


"He is never concerned about my work; he is only concerned about how I conduct 
myself. He named me Ye Xiangzhen [0673 0686 4176] and he meant that I should face 
the truth. He often exhorted me: 'Do not just consume the people's rice for 
nothing! '" 


According to Lingzi, the greatest influence her father has had on her is in classical 
literature. He often talks to her about th. works of Li Bai and other writers. 


Why She Made the Film ‘Open Country’ 


Being the first feature film of the first nongovernmental film company of new China, 
"Open Country" certainly draws the attention of the film circles at home and abroad. 
However, why would Lingzi choose the story of "Open Country?” 


She said: "'Open Country’ may be said to be one that could best express actively 
the writer's own ardor for the works of Cao Yu. It is bold and uninhibited and 
full of vitality. It reflects man's natural instincts and can best move the 
readers' hearts." So Lingzi has long loved literary work. She also mentioned 
that renowned poet Wen Yiduo was also very keen on this drama during the war 
against Japanese aggression. He also asked Cao Yu to rehearse and perform the 
drama together with him. Now she hoped that she could arouse once again the 
young people's understanding of this heritage of literature through this film. 


Nevertheless, "Open Country" has been a subject of controversy since the 1940s. 
Some people have said that it is an immature and incomplete work of Cao Yu in 
terms of both ideology and art. However, it is undeniable that it played a 
definite part in opposing feudalism in the history of literature. Lingzi noted: 
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that Jinzi in the story dares to pursue freedom and true love in the old society 
must be regarded as progressive whether at that time or at present. In other 
words, it still has current significance. She pointed out: Although new China 
has guaranteed in law the equality between men and women, there are stil) many 
remnants of feudalist thinking among the ordinary people. For example, some 
women who have become famous would often easily attract many rumors and slander. 
Why would not the men attract any? This was another major reason why she chose 
"Open Country." 


The Cost Was About HKS1.5 Million 


What happened when it was decided that the film would be made? Lingzi said very 
frankly: "There was no obstruction whatsoever but indeed plenty of advice!" 

Many people in fact advised them not to make the film. One of the reasons was 
that it was very difficult to revise the play to make a film. Second, if the 
content was not properly handled, it would produce side effects. Lingzi explained 
that this was because certain people in the mainland got very scared whenever 

they heard about divorce, and this film intensely brought to light this practical 
problem. 


Of course, the process of making the film was by no means completely smooth. A 
nongovernmental film company was nevertheless a new thing in mainland China, 
and problems in manpower, materials and even capital surely had to be solved. 
However, they finally solved them one by one. The actors, actresses, other 
staff and workers and studios were all on loan from other state-operated film 
companies. As for capital, they received financial support from the ZHONGGUO 
XINWEN SHE. When the film was shot, the cost was estimated to be around 

HK$1.5 million. 


Filmmaking Should Move Toward a National Style 


When referring to recent developments in films in China, Lingzi noted: After the 
period of seclusion during the Cultural Revolution, we unscrupulously adopted 
foreign techniques for a time. But now we have made some improvements. She 
emphasized: Films should move toward an expression of people's lives and should 
explore people's inner worlds. Only in this way is it possible to make Chinese 
and foreign films move closer toward each other. On the other hand, the develop- 
ment of films in China should move in the direction of establishing a national 
style. However, this is still at an exploratory stage and can hardly be achieved 
by a single generation. 


Lingzi said in conclusion: "The film workers in mainland China, Taiwan and 

Hong Kong are all ‘heirs of the dragon.’ They should carry out mutual exchanges 
and mutually inspire each other in different places and from different angles 
and explore with concerted efforts the direction for the development of films in 
China."

REPORT ON DEATH OF CHEN WEN-CHENG 
"WASHINGTON POST' Cited

[Text] Washington, September 14 (XINHUA)--The WASHINGTON POST today revealed a 
few of the loopholes which proved the Kuomintang version about Chen Wen-cheng's 
death was merely a foul play to cover their crimes. 


"There is no longer any doubt about it. Chen Wen-cheng was viciously tortured 
on a recent visit to his native Taiwan. The episode ended in his violent death," 
the paper said. 


The Kuomintang version of Chen's death was that it was either suicide or an 
accident, in which Cher fell from the top of a fire escape. But the WASHINGTCN 
POST reported that some experts who examined Chen's body found "many injuries, 
obvious even to laymen, which are not explained by a fall." These experts 
"believe that Chen was tortured by a variety of means, including needles inserted 
in sensitive areas. They noted such suspicious injuries as small lesions under 
the fingernails and on the left wrist, and four puncture wounds in the kidneys-- 
none of which, they believe, would be caused by a fall from a building, accidental 
or otherwise.” 


Before Chen's death, he was interrupted [as received] by the Kuomintang military 
and secret servicemen for 13 hours. "Chen's interrogators claimed to have shared 
meals with him during his prolonged questioning. The authorities also say Chen 
had dinner with a friend after the interrogation. Yet the official autopsy showed 
Chen's stomach was empty,” said the report. 


Widow on Death

[Text] Beijing, September 12 (XINHUA)--The widow of a deceased U.S. Carnegie- 
Mellon University (CMU) professor said yesterday that her husband was murdered 
in his native Taiwan, and did not commit suicide or die of an accident as claimed 


by the Taiwan authorities, according to reports from the United States. 


The widow, Chen Su-jen, challenged Taiwan's suicide claim following a memorial 
at the CMU in Pittsburgh, Penn., for her husband Chen Wen-cheng. 
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Chen Wen-cheng, an assistant mathematics professor at CMU, went to Taiwan with 
his wife last May to visit their relatives. He was fomd dead at the National 
Taiwan University on July 3 after being interrogated by Taiwan police. 


Mrs. Chen disputed the Taiwan authorities’ contention that her husband killed 
himself or fell from a roof. "Suicide was not his way. He had a future full 
of potential...and had everything in the world to live for," she said. 


She explained that suspicious cuts and bruises went unexplained in an autopsy 
report by the Taiwan authorities. "From the minute that I saw his body...I knew 
it was not an accident. There were just too many unexplainable external wounds.” 


Mrs. Chen said Chen Wen-cheng was interrogated twice by the Taiwan Garrison Command 
about political activities in the United States. He wis taken from an apartment 
for a second interrogation by three men the day before he died. 


"I hope worldwide response to Wen-cheng'’s death will help prevent such tyrannical 
acts in the future. I feei I have the right and obligation to learn the true 
cause of his death," she declared. 


Commenting on Mrs. Chen's statement, CMU president Dr. Richard Cyert said, "That 
was a tremendous act of courage," adding, "she was concercned about what this means 
to her family in Taiwan.” 


The president stressed, "We're determined cto get to the bottom of his death. I 


believe firmly it was not suicide and was not an accident." The university, he 
said, is prepared to deal with "spying activities" on the campus.
